All accounts agree that the Princess Imper- 
fal was a woman of remarkable strong char- 
acter. During her father’s absence abroad 
shi did not hesitate to take the initiative in 
the greatest matters of State, and before refer- 
ring them tothe Emperor and her inclination 
was undoubtedly to make the imperial power 
stronger with years. 

One of her first acts as regent was to dismiss 
the cabinet left her by her father, because she 
was digsatisfied with the slow progress of 
slave emancipation and caused the 
latter to be suddenly decreed without 
any warning. it was fully anticipated that 
she would, in ease she came to the throne, try 
to make her individuality strongly felt in the 
politics of the nation ahd through- 
out the whole South American continent. 
In religion she was described as having 
the religious enthusiasm of her namesake of 
Castile with the energy of her ancestress, 
Maria Theresa of Austria. A writer said of 
her not long ago: She certainly knows her 
own mind with all possible dis- 
tinctness and has a way of 
having her will obeyed, which is 
well understood and rather admired by her 
subjects. It washer haste in proclaiming 
the abolition of slavery, bowever, that 
strengthened the Republican movement in 
the Empire. Besides that the Princess Im- 
pertal gave more encouragement to the Jesuits 
than was acceptable to the prepie. The Jes- 
uits took advantage of the Ultramontane ten- 
dencies of the Princess and her husband, and 
under their influence the education of the 
youth was being Kradually assumed by the 
priesthood, much to the indignation 
of the Liberal and Republican papers. 
A year ago these papers were 
yery outspoken on this matter and they 
plainly told the Princess that the nation would 
refuse to be ruled either by her husband or by 
the Church of Rome, and that she must refuse 
to put herself into the hands of the Jesuits. 

m Pedro’s name will be inseparably con- 
nected with the history of Brazil, not only 
forthe parthetook in the emancipation of 
the slaves, but for the era of prosperity which 
came to the empire under his rule. He was one 
of the oldest. most enlightened and progressive 
of sovereigns, and, though the Republic may 
be proclaimed, even epublicang will be 
ppong the first to accord to him a splendid 
place in the history of the country.

1 
has been well understood by the Government 
of Brazil for some time that there were de- 
signing, active and ambitious men in Brazil, 
who were engaged in propagating repu bilean 
doctrines and in fomensing dispantent with 
the monarchy. It bas also been well under- 
stood that there wae a geod deal of uneasi- 
ness, if not positive disloyalty, in the army, 
but anything like the reported outbreak was 
not expected. The most ardent monarch ists in 
Brazil acknowledge that a republic is bound 
to be eetablished there in time, but they be- 
lieve it will come by evolution, not by revo- 
lution, by the gradual modification of institu- 
tions to keep vase with the spread of general 
education, ona not by an armed revolt. The 
revolution reported now ig understood by the 
Brazilian representatives here to be merely a 
rebellion of the army.

The regular army of Brazil consists 
of about 18, 000 soldiers, and of these almost 
one- fourth are stationed in the city of Rio de 
Janeiro.The military would therefore bestrong 
enough to make their revolutionary move- 
ment an apparent success within the capita!

different, the people would be numerous and 
strong enough to silence the military in short 
order, and so it is expected that the success of 
the revolution will not spread beyond the city 
from whence the reports are now coming. 

A proposed reorganization of the Netional 
Guard is said to have displeased the regular 
army and spurr the soldiers 
to rebellion, The National Guard 
as it existed has been disbanded 
and partially disarmed. Within two or three 
months according to the declared intentions 
of the government it would have been revived, 
reorganized and putona footing that would 
have rendered the reguiar army entirely un- 
Important in the Empire. Tue disloyal army 
officers therefore decided that the proper 
thing todo would be to strike for the oyer- 
throw of the government before the scheme of 
militia reorganization could be effected, be- 
cause after that had been accomplished it 
would be too late. It is believed, however, 
that even in its pregent transitional state the 
National Guards has not fallen so far 
into Monocuous desuetude, but it will be abie 
to rise up and put down the regular army. 
The National Guard is composed of the yeo- 
manry of the empire.

The Minister of War*has been ill and the 
Minister of Justice has been acting for 
him, There ig no doubt that this 
ministry, including the Minister of War, was 
entirely loyal to the Emperor. it was a Lib- 
eral ministry appointed to take the place of 
the Conservative ministry which proved 
unequal to the task of meeting all the de- 
mands of practicai statesmanship involved in 
executing the law passed by the Legislature 
last yea abolishing slavery. The Oon- 
seryative ministry was in office when 
that law was passed, and the Legisiature had 
a conservative majority; but neither party 
can claim exclusive eredit for the act, and ap- 
parently neither desires to accept exclusive 
responsibility it. The fact is that the 
law was passed and passed in a 
hurry under the pressure of a popular 
demand so irresistible that no member of the 
legislature of either party had the courage to 
voice the claim ofthe slaveholders either for 
a three years’ continuance of slavery in 
accordance with the previous legislative 
enactment or for compensation on 
consideration of immediate aboli- 
tion. The slave owners of course 
have been a discontented lot ever since, and 
their discontent has naturally takenthe shape 
ofarepublican tendency—that is to say ofa 
disposition to overthrow the present Govern- 
ment, both in form and substance. But the 
former slave owners, according to Mr. Da 
Costa, would not number more than 
two er three thousand. The slaves atthe 
date of final emancipation, he says, did not 
exceed half a million in number. The slave 
owrrers were all coffee planters, whose plan- 
tations are in the southern portion of 
the empire. The sugar plantations, which 
are in the northern territory have been 
worked by white free labor for years. So the 
revolt would appear to be confined princi- 
pully to the ex-siave owners and the regular 
army.

Iaterviews on the Revolution.

NEW TORR, Nov. 16.—Luiz Raposo, who is 
the American correspondent of the Gazeta de 
Noticias, of Para, and of the Journal de Noticias 
of Bahia, and who is immediately acquainted 


with the public affairs of Brazil, of 
which country he is a native, was 
seen in this city by the POST-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent, Mr. Ruposo has recently returned 
from a visit to Brazil, and while the sudden 
revolution there isa a surprise to him, he says 
that the drift of the past year or two "has been 
steadily in that direction. 

Everybody in Brazil, said he, this even- 
ing, bas deen looking forward to 
arepublic aga certainty, büt not until the 
death of Dom Pedro. He was certainly the 
most popular of the reigning potentates and 
highly regarded by allthe rank and file of his 
subjects. There was no antagonism to Dom 
Pedro, and the leaders of the Republican or 
Revolutionary party were loyal to him, soe 
that the causes of this revolution were not of 
a personal nature, seeking his overthrow. At 
the same time the extreme liberality of his 
views on all political questions, which 
aristocrats and monerchiste in Brazil 
have for years opposed, predicting 
that they were working towards 
republicanism are, to a certain extent, re- 
sponsible for his er now Sepaeed: For 
Instance, a year ago a decree was promulgated 
to the effect that the Government was desir- 
ous of abolishing slavery in Brazil, but that 
such astep would not be taken until the 
expiration of six years. This was a warning 
to the planters and slave-owners to prepare 
for the inevitable and it was acquiesed in by 
the people. It has been the life long ambition 
of Dom Pedro to see slavery abolished in 
his deminions before his death, and 
before he left for his trip to 
Europe this summer when he was very sick 
and his days seemed to be numbered, he im- 
pressed this upon the Princess Isabella, who 

was to be the regent in his absence. I see by 
the dispatches,’’ continued Mr. Raposo, ‘‘that 
the Minister of Marine, or Secretary of the 
Navy, Baron de  Ladario, has deen 
shot. He was one of the most un- 
popular men in Brazil. His conduct has done 
much to bring about the revolution, aud I am 
not surprised to hear of the attack on him. 
He came in with the Liberal party at the 
elections of last July. He was regarded as a

The Secretary says that 
the State authorities of Pennsylvania had 
notified the Bureau of Animal Industry that 
they had found an outbreak of contagious 
pieuro‘pneumonia among cattle at Upland, 
Chester County, in that State and that two of 
the animals had proved to be so diseased by 
post-mortem held by the State veteri- 
narian. In accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the department made by 
his predecessor, Secretary Coleman, under 
the law of Congress creating the bureau, an 
inspector was sent to Upland, and arriving 
there, he placed a querantine upon all cattle 
that had been exposed to those said tobe 
diseased. He found that the premises where 
the alleged outbreak. occurred was a cattle 
yard from which cattle were sent 
to Philadelphia markets and thence 
transported to other States and Territories. 
For this reason t was believed necessary that 
the premises and exposed cattle should 
be quarantined in order to prevent any spread 
ofthe alleged disease to other States. The 
action of the department was taken simply for 
the purpose of protecting the yreat cattle 
interests of the country and to guard against 
any possible dissemination’ of the dreaded 
disease of contagious pleuro-pneumonia, for 
which special purpose the Bureau of Animal 
Industry was established by Congress.

A POSTMASTER FOR ST, LOUIS. 


For the first time in @ long series of 
presidential elections St. Lauis gave a 


Republican plurality last fall, and Presi- 
dent HaRRISON has every reason to regard 
that plurality as a high compliment to 
him personally. In return for such a 
compliment from the greatest city of his 
native Mississippi Valley, the fifth city of 
the Union in population, he can well af- 
ford to be at some pains to fill her Federal 
offices with Republicans whose character, 
capacity and fitness will reflect credit up- 
on his administration and tend to lift his 
party out of its minority in this State. 

Above all personal or partisan consider- 
ations a capable and faithful administra- 
tion of those offices is due to the great in- 
dustrial and commercial interests of St. 
Louis. In the Post-office especially, her 
Republican and Democratic business men 
alike demand a strictly business adminis- 
tration—such as President HARRISON sup- 
ported WANAMAKER in giving to Philadel- 
phia, in spite of the united opposition of 
QuaY, CAMERON and all the other party 
bosses and leaders in Pennsylvania. 

The great majority of his own party ex- 
pect this much from President HARRISON, 
The people, irrespective of party, have a 
right to demand this much of him, and to 
protest against any attempt on his part to 
divide or shirk any part of the responsi- 
bility for the appointment. 

Surely his experience so far should have 
made him sick of turning such offices over 
as spoils to Congressmen or other spoils- 
mongering ‘‘Deputy Presidents,” who 
have no idea above rewarding henchmen, 
paying campaign debts and purchasing 
further promotion with the positions at 
their disposal. The St. Louis Congress- 
men especially are notoriously a trio of 
accidents whose squabbles and dickerings 
over the spoils in the few short months 
between November and April disgusted 
the better elements of their own party 
and flung it back into a minority again in 
this city. 

All that St. Louis asks of the President 
in this matter is that he will consult the 
wishes of-the business men of the Repub- 
lican party rather than the slates of the 
trading politicians, and appoint one who 
will be a first-class Postmaster and nota 
henchman or worker for any aspiring pol- 
itician.

REVOLUTION IN BRAZIL 

Rumors ofa movement to change the 
government of Brazil from a constitu- 
tional monarchy toa republic have been 
afloat recently, but the sudden and vio- 
lent revolution reported as having oc- 
curred at Rio is a surprise. 

The only American monarchy was so 
prosperous, orderly and peaceful, yet so 
free and democratic, and the declared 
purpose of Dom PEDRO to abdicate in fa- 
vor of a republic whenever his people 
should indicate such a wish at the ballot- 
box was so well known that only a peace- 
ful settlement of the question was antici- 
pated. Moreover, the Republican party 
had manifested but little strength and 
seemed to be composed mainly of the 
small class dissatisfied with the recent 
total abolition of a system of chattel slav- 
ery that had long been in process of ex- 
tinction. 

A so-called Republican party originat- 
ing in a protest against the abolition of 
human slavery, and proceeding at once 
to revolutionary violence without any ap- 
peal to the ballot box, or obtaining any 
formal sanction from a majority of the 
people, does not promise Brazil a freer or 
more popular government in place of the 
one she has. It promises rather to inau- 
gurate a series of military dictatorships 
and civil wars. 

The peace and prosperity of the United 
States may well inspire Brazilian patriots 
with visions of a Union of South Ameri- 
ean Republics as great and glorious as 
ours. But a report that the army has 
taken possession of and deposed the pres- 
ent government of Brazil, does not 
promise a very close imitation of the 
methods by which the United States of 
North America have become so great, 80 
united and so happy.

BRaZIL is a very extensive country and 
a mere military coup d’etat in the capital 
may prove to be anything but an accom- 
plished revolution. We would not advise 
coffee speculators to invest very largely 
on the meager and much muddled re- 
ports so far received from Rio.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recognizing your paper as being the most 
progressive and enterprising journal of the 
city andthe one that always champions the 
cause of right, I bea to inclose a copy ofa 
paper left at my residence to-day. It relates 
to Council bill No. 184, now pending and in 
the hands ofthe Railroad Committee. What 
right have cjtizens living on Delmar avenue 
to object to the granting of a franchise to this 


organization to plant their ornamental poles 
and string their deadly wires in front of their 
residences? You will notice in the inclosed 
circular the following statement: ‘‘Imagine

wires thick enough to obscure the rays of 
God’s beautiful sunlight, or do anything else 
that is necessary to increase the value of their 
stock and I consider ita piece of impertinence 
on the part of citizens residing slong the line 
of Velmar avenue ta object in the slightest 
dexree to their efforts to accomplish this end. 
Delmar avenue is a deautiful street, beaut!- 
fully paved, shade trees have been planted, 
citizens have bought ground, built and 
beautified their homes, believing they would

Omeer Rudolph isthe man who testi- 
fied in the Avery case, and only Friday a 
warrant was sworn out for his arrest on a 
charge of perjury. In the mind of the public 
and everyone except the gamblers, the pre- 
sumption is, of course, that Rudolph is tnno- 
cent of the charge; that the prosecution 
begun against him is simply a 0Obiuff 
on the part of the gamblers to 
frighten the authorities. But the fact remains 
that Rudolph is charged with perjury and that 
thore is a warrant now out for him. Why 
Chief Huebler should have selected him is 
curious. He has at his service seven captains, 
fitty-nine sergeants, ten detectives and 545 
patrolmen, makinga total of 621 men, any 
one of whom might have sworn out the war- 
rant, yet he selects for that duty a mana who 
has yet to prove that he has not sworn falsely. 
Chief Huebier’s conduct in this respect was 
pecullar, Without suggesting even the pos- 
sibility of Rudolph's guilt, uu still remalas a 
fact that he is not the best witness that could 
be obtained against even a known criminal, 
If Gilbert is tried before Rudolph and Rudolph 
undertakes to testify againgt him, the fact 
that he ig awaiting trial for perjury will bea 
heavy welght for the State to carry 
in prosecuting the case. If Rudolph 
is tried first and convicted, his testimony 
against Gilbert will be absolutely worthless if 
he should testify at all, but if he should be 
convicted he would be dismissed from the 
foree and would naturally be hostile to any 
prosecutions in lottery or gambling cases. 

What a palpable blunder this wag.

THE NEW LAW. :

THE PRODUCTS OF SPAIN. 


Disasters Which Have Befallen the "Agri- 
cultural Districtse—Cause of Emigration. 
Special Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 
ADRID, Nov. 16.— 
The news of a 
revolution in Bra- 
zil, followed by 
the report of 
another in Vene- 
zuela, may have 
the effect of some- 
what checking the 
wholesale exodus 
of the farming 
classes of Spain to 
South America. 
The emigration has 
assumed alarming 
proportions be- 
cause of the many 
disasters which 
have recently be- 
fallen the Spanish 
agricultural dis- 
tricts. It would 
almost appear as if the pests in existence 
were concentrating their attacks on the chief 
agricultural sources of Spanish wealth. These 
visitations, which have caused so much dis- 
tress in the important provinces of Catalonia 
and Valencia, must be regarded as doubly 
cerlous just now, in view of the dubious 
financial position of the Government. 
While the crops of wheat, barley and maize in 
the Barcelona and Ville-Franca district have 
been poor, the phyllozera and mildew have 
continued to spread over the vineyards, 
many new centers of infection having now 
been discovered in the Ordal Valley, remote 
as that section is from the originally tainted 
area. 
THE LAST REMEDY. 

The proprietors have aimost decided to cut 
down their vines entirely with the hope of 
saving at least the rents, and sbould this des- 
perate measure be adopted there will be no 
fruit for three years, even if the vines sur- 
vive. The vineyards of Panadea have been 
practically destroyed by mildew and the loss 
ofthis important crop has caused consterna- 
tion among the proprietors and laborers 
alike. Similar destruction is reprted from 
various provinces, noticeably in the 
districts around Vendrell and Cerveran. In 
Valencia also mildew and pbylloxera have 
committed fearful ravages. Speaking gener- 
ally the Spanish grape crop this year is a fall - 
ure and the loss is more serious to the unfort- 
upate growers as they could have obtained 
exorbitant prices for their wines in the French 


rupture between France and Italy. The ap- 
plication of sulphate of copper to arrest the 
diseases of the vines has everywhere proved 
a failure. 0 

OTHER CROPS THREATENED. 

A voracious worm also threatens the exist- 
ence of the cork plantations. It is being kept 
fairly in check at present by its natural ene- 
mies, but its activity causes much anxiety. 
At the same time the olive trees have been at- 
tacked by an insect which has caused 
great damage in the Ampurdam district. 
Many of these trees are already dead, and the 
authorities have summoned meetings for the 
discussion of measures to arrest this addi- 
tional plague. At Vallis the nut and locust bean 
trees are aleo suffering from the attacks of a 
fungus. Moreover, the export demand for 
such fruits as Spain still produces abundantly 
is falling off and prices have declined. For- 
eign buyers no longer compete as formerly for

This is particularly the case with regard to 
the treatment of Ulster. It is scarcely possi- 
ble to learn the wish of Ulster as to being 
kept outside an Irish parliament until the 
Uister people are in presence of the fact that 
it is the intention of Parliament to establish 
such an institution in Ireland.

STATISTICS OF THE STRIKE. 

The accumulating statistics of the recent 
strike of the dock inborers show that the 
damage done thereby to the commerce of 
London has been widespread and permaneat. 
As a result of the temporary stoppage of busi- 
ness on the docks, Hull and Hawick have 
absorbed an immense amount of foreign trade 
which formerly came to London, while the 
bulk of the wool received from Australia is 
now discharged at Grimesby. In addition to 
this showing the returns of the Board of Trade 
disclose the fact that 509 strikes took place in 
England, Scotland and Ireland during the 
year 1888. Of these only 209 were successful. 

The strikes affected 156,000 men and £450,000 
were lost to the men in wages during the time 
the strikers were out. 

THE TUDOR EXHIBITION. 

The Tudor Exhibition which opens at the 
new London Gallery is likely to prove a wor 
thy successor to the Stuart show of last year. 
Lord Delisie and Dudley, the owner of Pen- 
hurst, the historic home of the Sidneys, is the 
president of he committee with Lord Brown- 
low, Lord Hardingé and the Duke of West- 
minster as vice-presidents. As in the case of 
the Stuart exhibition, Her Majesty has oon - 
sented to act as patron and it is 
expected that the Windsor Hol - 
beins will form one of the principal 
features of the show, which is to include a 
series of portraits of the most eminent states- 
men and warriors and men of letters who 
flourished under the Tudordynasty.

On the contrary Lord 
Roseberry strongly condemned as utter folly 
the attempt to underming free trade princi- 
ples. Sir Charles Tupper was present but did 
not speak. 

CURRENT LONDON TOPICS. 

The reception by capitalists and others of 
the projected Firth of Clyde Canal, to connect 
the Atlantic Ocean with the North Sea, is very 
gratifying to the promoters of the scheme, 
and the work will be begun at once. A firm 
of Manchester has contracted to complete 
the canal at a cost of £8,000, 000. 

Five eminent engineers will sail from 
France, December 18, for the Isthmus of 
Panama, charged with the duty of investi- 
gating and making a final report on the con- 
dition of the PanamaCanal. They are ex- 
pressly instructed to conceal nothing, but to 
make an absolutely trustworthy representa- 
tion of the situation, upon which may be 
determined the question whether efforts shall 
be made to continue the work or to abandon it. 

Sir SamuelWorton Peto is dead. The firm of 
which he was a member, were awarded the 
contract for building the new House of Parlia - 
ment; but in 1845, Sir Samuel withdrew from 
the firm, and the work was continued by his 
former partuer, Mr Thomas Grisseil.

ARCHDUKE JOHANN, 


The Young General’s Reasons for Leaving 
Austria—A Suicidal Policy. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Nov. 16. 


ERY few people 
who read the 
article published 
on Thursday in the 
Berlin Tageblatt, to 
the effects that 
Archduke Johann 
Salvator of Austria 
was about to enter 
a ship-building 
yard in London, 
failed to under- 
stand that it was 
meant to discredit 
the young Gen 
eral’s qualifications in the eyes of the world. 
The Archduke Johann isa bachelor of 36, the 
fourth son of the Grand Duke Leopold of 
Tuscany, who abdicated in 1859. He isa long 
way removed from any prospects of succes- 
sion to the throne, being a member of a 
younger branch of the imperial bouse. His 
reason for wishing to retire into private life is 
one which illustrates the way in which things 
are managed in Austria. 

The Archduke Johann is a keen military re- 
former. But the multitude of Archdukes who 
object to reform is so great that such efforts 
have very little chance of success. The 
Archduke became disgusted with the opposi- 
tion he encountered and finally gave up the 
struggle. 

He proposes now to devote himself largely 
to military literature. He has already had 
several flattering offers from London publish- 
ers, and will undoubtedly accept one of them 
and make London his future home. In the 
field of military literature he is giready well 
known, a lecture which he delivered six 
years ago toa society of officers having at- 
tracted much attention. It this lecture he 
severely criticised the 1 system, which 
is nearly as injurious to the Austrian army as 
itisinthe armyof Great Britain. His out- 
spoken criticism excited the wrath of the 
authorities, and he has been in disfavor with 
them ever since. 

The Austrians have long been masters of the 
art of losing the services of good generals. 
The Archduke Charles, brothe: of the Em- 
peror Francis I., was for many years the only 
commander in Europe who could face Na- 
poleon with the ghost of a chance in his fa- 
vor, but he was so hampered by the court that 
his brilliant talents were made useless. 

The Italian campaigns of 1866 produced two 
brilliant leaders on the Austrian side, the 
Arehduke Albert, son of Napoleon’s adviser, 
and Baron Kuhn, who about a year ago was 
retired from active service because he had 
made a speech criticising the military policy 
of the court party. The action of Archduke 
Johann is a symptom of the discontent that 
prevails among the ablest men of the dual 
monarchy. It is to be feared, however, that 
it will have little effect, No permanent im- 
provement could be expected from anything 
short of a general striking off of the Arch- 
dukes who are now barnacies impeding pro- 
gress.

KILLING OF A MAILFD DESPERADO IN 
BLOUNT COUNTY, ALABAMA, 


The Dead Outlaw Suppesed to Bethe Re- 
doubta bie Rube Burrows — Another 
Doubly Fatal Encounter With Pistol and 
Knife in Kentucky—The Slayers ef Young 
Fordham Captured—The Criminal Cal- 
endar. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn., 
IRMINGHAM, Als., 
Nov. 16.—Prof. B. F. 
Crump, who teaches a 
school at Oneonta, 
Blount County, arrived 
this morning and gave 
the particulars of the 
killing of a man in 
Marshall County who 
was supposed to be 
Rube Burrows, Fri- 
day D. A. Scott, who lives near Albertville, 
Marshall County, reported to Sheriff Morris of 
Blount County,that a suspicious looking man, 
heavily armed, was lurking about the woods. 
Sheriff Morris furnished Dr. Scott with two 
Winchester rifles and instructed him to eap- 
ture the man if possible. Dr. Scott kept a look- 
out supposing it was Rube Burrows. Friday 
morning he met the man in the woods near 
his house and attempted to arrest him. The 
man was armed with a Winchester and when 
ordered to surrender turned and opened fire 
on tha doctor. Seett returned the fire and 
protected himself by getting behind a tree. 
They were shooting at close quarters and the 
doctor, taking careful aim, fired sev- 
eral shots at the man’s body. He 
saw dust fly from the outlaw’s 
clothing, showing he had been hit by the 
balls, but still he did not fall and seemed to 
be unhurt. Dr. Scott then aimed at his head, 
and a ball from his Winchester passed 
through the outlaw’s neck bringing him to 
the ground, fatally wounded. Ihe man 
lived only afew minutes, but as Dr. Soott ap- 
proached him he said: 

ou think lam Rube Burrows, but you ere 
mistaken. My name is Smith.’’ 

Pref. Crump said that the man's identity 
had not been discovered. There wag no scrap 
of paper or anything on his body that would 
furnish 1 clue to his identity. 
Many people think the man was 
one of the two who defeated 


Sheriff Morris and his posse, with such fatal 
results, in Biount County, recently, Dr. 
Scott examined the body and found that the 
upper portion of the man’s body was pro- 
tected by a coat of mail, rudely ounstructed, 
but strong enough to turn a Winchester ball 
and protect the wearer from injury. 


The Dusenberry Assault Case,

has been on trial in the Circuit Court all week. 
Miss Sira was an unsophisticated country 
girl whom Dusenberry met on the train at 
night while on her way from Virginia to Ben- 
ton City in this coupty, induced 
her to get off AL Montgomery, 
with him and go to a saloon and pass the 
pight. The State, which closed its evidence 
ast night, made a very strongcase. Examin- 
ation of witnesses for the defense began this 
morning. Judge Robinson, one of the attor- 
neys for the defense, stated that they were 
prepared to show that the misconduct of 
the prisoner and the prosecuting witness 
was u mutual afiair. A great 
many depositions from parties in 
Virginia were read to show that the girl’s 
reputation for truth was not good. 

Among the witnesses examined was Con- 
ductor James Reach, who had charge of the 
train on which Miss Sira was a pussenger. 
He stated that he first saw Mies Sira when his 
train was a few miles out from St. Louis. 
She said she 
wanted to atop at Benton City, I told 
her we did not stop at Benton City, and that it 
was no place for het to get off if we did stop; 
that there was no oight agent and no hotel at 
the depot. I told her she could get off at 
Montgomery City or Mexico, but that she 
would get to Benton City one hour 
sooner by stopping at Montgomery, and 
that she would find a hotel at 
the depot at Montgomery. After I left 
Charles or Glimore, Dusenberry called my at- 
tention to the fact that the lady wanted to get 
off at Montgomery. I repiied that I knew the 
lady’s wants. Later on I went through the 
car and saw them talking, occupying adjoin- 
ing seats. Ast went through the car to make 
up passengers to get off at Montgomery I saw 
them asleep, he holdin her hands. I 
waked them up and asthe defendant went 
back to the rear end of the car I told her not 
to go with that man oF any one else, The 
porter helped her off the train and that was 
the last I saw of her.’’

AWAITING IDENTIFICATION. 


The Body of the Man Killed at Schwartzen- 
dahl’s Saloon on View at the Morgue. 


The body of the unknown man killed yester- 
day afternoon at the corner of Ninth and Mor- 
gan streets, yet remains on the siab inthe 
Morgue awaiting identification. The body 
was placed in the exhibition room shortly 
after 2 o’clock, and has since been viewed by 
hundreds of people without result. 

The particulars of the death have been pub-

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PROSPERITY IN REALTY. 


NUMEROUS HEAVY PURCHASES OF DOWN 
TOWN BUSINESS SITES PENDING. 


Some Good Sales of Residence and Railroad 
Properties Reported — Outside Capital 
Secking Investment—The Year’s Progress 
in Building Improvements and Future 
Pr S ary of the Week 's Busi- 
ness—Agents’ Schedules. 


EAL ESTATE sales have 
not been so numerous 
during the past week as 
was anticipated they 
would be, but there has 
been no _ indication 

') whatever of depression 
Em the market. On the 
contrary, the demand 
for property has been 
active, and negotiations 
for the purchase of 
valuable down town 
sites have been a prom- 
inent feature in severa, 
of the leading offices. 

Some of these large 

transactions are practi- 
now, $5,000 and up- 
wards having been paid already to 
bind the deals. The deeds, though, have not 
passed between the principals, and until that 
important step bas been taken details per- 
taining to the transactions are to be withheld 
from the public. Now that considerable 
money has been staked uvon the successful 
consummation of these deals, there is no doubt 
that they will be carried out, and the im- 
portance of the transactions, affecting some 
of the best business property inthe commer- 
cial district, will be a surprise and a sourse of 
congratulation to the enthusiastic St. Louisan. 

The investment of $7,000,000 by foreign cap- 
italists in the purchase of St. Louis breweries 
is looked upon as one of the best indications 
of the stability of values and a continued en- 
hancement in the price of local real estate. It 
is argued that much, if not all, this money 
will be reinvested in property. The gentlemen 
who have turned their heavy interests into 
cash are residents of St. Louis. They made 
money here and they will invest it again in 
enterprises among the people with whom they 
have prospered. 

An immense amount of outside capital, both 
from Western and Eastern cities, has been 
putinto St. Louis realty this year for the 
purchase of land and piles of brick and stone 
and mortar, to say nothing of millions of 
dollars that have been paid for grain eleva- 
tors, street railways, the Merchants’ Bridge 
and for rights of way for railroads seeking an 
entry tothe city. The effeet of this immense 
influx of wealth is felt in house buildi which 
has been carried on with such vim since the 
tirst ofthe year. As wage A ye January it was 
plainly apparent that 1 wus going to be 
1 heavy building yet 
was not anticipated that the 
ord of the previous year 
exceeded. For 1888the bullding permits footed 
up $12,190,056 for the construction of 1,797 brick 
and 627 frame structures. Last spring the 
building mechanics went out on a strike and 
for weeks following the prospects for im- 
provements looked decidedly blue and sum- 
mer opened before the house builders were 
steadily and contentedly at work again. Not- 
withstanding these drawbacks at the com- 
mencement of the season the building permits 
aggregate over $15,000,000, with which amount 
ot money nearly 4,000 bouses have been 
constructed this yeur. In view of the low 
valuations stated by applicants to procure 
permits at the smallest cost, aud for 
the design also of misleading assessors forthe 
purpose of getting as light a tax rate as pos- 
sible upon improvements, it is more than 
probable that $20,000,000 will be actually ex- 
pended in St. Louis this year for house con- 
struction. 

During the nine years previous, 1880 to 1888 
inclusive, the building permits for this city 
footed up $90,098,671, the most active year in 
that period being 1885, when 2,350 brick and 510 
28 houses were erected at a cost of II, 
064, 778. 

The present year’s building is a very satis- 
factory increase over ali former records and 
the indications are that the good wrk is 
going to be continued without any letting up 
in the business for a long time to come as sev- 
eral heavy improvements are now being con- 
sidered by architects, who will shortly stretch 
canvas upon their boards to commence 
draughting designs for structures which will 
cost irom $200,000 to 8500, 000 each. 

One ot these projects which will require a 
good deal more money than has been put in 
any of the modern commercial structures con- 
templates the construction of a building to 
cover half a block of ground on property 
south of Locust street. Outside capitalists 
are the projectors of this enterprise and nego- 
tiations in their behalf to get possession of the 
desired real estate have been in progress for 
some time past with varying degrees of suc- 
cess. This is a difficult dealto perfect owing 
to the fact that numerous owners are interest- 
ed in the property which it is sought to ob- 
tain. ‘

Louis have thrown your circular and affida- 
vits into the waste-basket, expressing 
indignation not only at the passage 
of the law, but at the fact that you 
have requested their compliance with it. We 
are happy to beable to state that we are not 
of that number; that we cheerfally comply 
with your request, and that we desire to com- 
mend in the highest terms the prompt- 
ness and courage with which you have 
met the requirements of this law and the dis- 
affection and criticisms of hostile corporate 
interests. If we may be pardoned for ventur- 
ing anopinion and expressing a hope, it is 
that the gentlemen who have shown so much 
indignation on this subject and such a con- 
tempt of your creditable course, do se for the 
reason that the ‘‘shoe pinches, and we trust 
that you will not be swerved from your 
course, either by their criticism or their hos- 
tility. We have no difficulty in complying 
with the law, for we are not engaged in any 
trust; the only trust element in our busi- 
ness is that we cheerfully trust everybody 
with the deferred payments on land which 
they buy of rs. 

The only ‘‘pools’’ with which we have any 
concern are the beautiful pools of pure spring 
water which bubble up all over our park, and 
the only ‘‘agreements’’ with which we have 
anything to do are those which we make, 
when we sell land, to improve the property 
as much as we can, and to protect every 
man’s title from hostile attack and his prem- 
ises from nuisances.

IN DESPERATE STRAITS. 


CHARLES STEWART PARNELL’S MOTHER 
IN A STARVING CONDITION. 


Her Means Exhausted and Her Jewelry and 
Clothing Sacrificed for the Necessaries 
of Life—Living in the Kitchen of the 
Old Stewart Mansion—A Bitter Denun- 
ciation of Base Ingratitude.

BORDENTOWN, N. J., Noy. 16. 


UDGING from most 
reliable reports, Mrs. 
Delia Stewart Parnell, 
mother of Charlies 
Stewart Parneli, is 
in an almost starv- 
ing condition at Iron- 
sides, the estate of 
the late Commodore 
Stewart. Sheis alone 
and nearly penniless, 
living in the old dis- 
mantied house, and it 
is said she has been 
compelied to sell her 
dresses and jewelry 
to buy food. She has 
no close acquaint- 
ances in Bordentown and is seldum 
secn outside her bouse. Her nearest int imate 
friends are the Carstakes, who live in Tren- 
ton. They are also poor, but were unaware 
of Mrs. Parnell’s condition untii the old lady’s 
pride was broken by privationand she wrote 
Mrs. Carstake, urging her to come to Iron- 
sides at once. In Mrs. Parnell’s letters to Mrs. 
Oarstake she said: 

„I may have to go to Philadelphia very 
soon, as I suppose I shal! be forced to be there 
often in all weathers by monstrous attacks in 
the shape of lawsuits, in return for having 
loaded their originators with benefits. It is 
the first time in my life that I have met with 
such hideous ingratitude, and I suspect such 
an extreme is rare and only practiced by 
avamolies of human nature. 4. a 

This refers to the suit brought against her 
by Mr. Edward Stewart. He is a distant 
relative and lives on the Ironsides estate. 
Years ago he gave her about $32,000 to 
use in investments she was making at 
that time, but the investments turned out 
badly, and Mr. Stewart’s money was lost with 
Mrs. Parnell’s. At great personal sacrifice 
she repaid $28,000 of the amount, and he is 
suing for the rest, Mrs. Oarstake obeyed the 
summons to Ironsides and was amazed and 
distressed at the old lady’s condition. Iron- 
sides, the last remnant inherited from her 
father, is heavily mortgaged, and taxes 
amounting to $323 are unpaid and if not 
settled by December 1 the property will 
be sold, leaving her without a 
roof to shelter ber. In addition 


to this, to pay the expenses of the law suit, 
she has been obliged to sacrifice everything, 
and now lives in one room, the kitchen, of the 
former mansiop. She claims to have dis- 
covered papers which would clear her son of 
all the charges against him, but cannot take 
them to him owing to her poverty. She will 
not appeal to him for help. nor could she well 
do so, as Mr. Parnell is almostas poor as his 
mother. Although in her 74th year Mrs. 
Parnell looks much younger. Sue lives alone 
in the old bouse, eking out a bare existence 
on what is grown on the farm, and nothing 
but her cat and guitar for company. Iron- 
sides is under the management of Mr. Edward 
Stevin, an Irish patriot. who was a prisoner 
with Mr. Parnell in Kilmainham Jail. He was 
penniless, but very intelligent, and when he 
was released his leader seut him to America.

AFTER HIS SCALP. 


An Ex-Guard of the Work-House 
Makes a Series of Charges 
Against the Man- 
agement. 


HE SAYS SUPT. JAS. J. CARROLL 18 OFTEN 
MYSTERIOUSLY ABSENT FROM THE 
INSTITUTION FOR LONG 
PERIODS.

The Frequent Escapes Are Due, He Alleges, 
to the Carelessness of Drunken Guards 
Whose Misdoings Go Unrebuked—The 
Superintendent Accused of Usurping the 


Pardoning Powers of the Governor — 


Favoritism to Prisoners Who Have 
‘*Accounts’’—Immorality Given Official 
Sanction in the Work-House—Subjects 
for Official Investigation. 


X-GUARD MARTIN 
Walsh is after the scalp 
of Jumes J. Carroll, the 
Superintendent of the 
Work-house, and de- 
clares he will have it 
dangling at his belt. He 
has just been discharged, 
and seems determined to 
make it hot for his old 
boss. Walsh charges 
that serious mismanage- 
ment exists atthe Work- house, that the offi- 
cers are guilty of disgraceful conduct and be- 
havior and that gross immoralities between 
the male and femdle prisoners has been per- 
mitted. He claims further that a strong 
favoritism is shown at the _ institution 
to the voters from the guperintend ent’s 
ward, and that prisoners have been turned 
out by Carroll, when the pardoning power 
was vested in the Governor of the State only. 
Carroll, he alleges, has conducted himself in 
a disgaceful manner before the guards and 
prisoners atthe place, and has been guilty of 
most flagrant neglect of duty. He 
alleges that the Work-nouse Super- 
intendent has been mysteriously 
absent from the place for long periods at a 
time, leaving the institntion without a head. 
Ile also claims that-Carroll has relatives em- 
ployed as guards at the Work-house, and that 
these men have been permitted to become in- 
toxicated and neglect their duty, without 
being even so much as reprimanded by Car- 
roll. While one of them was drunk and asleep 
in a shanty a prisoner escaped, according 
to the statements mado by Walsh. The latter 
claims further that then prisoners are sent 
down from Carroll’s ward they are shown 
favoritism in the Work-house and given easy 
jobs. 


Anotber allegation made is that inthesate+ 


of cigars, cigarettes, smoking and chewing 
tobacco to the prisoners double 
prices for everything are charged, and that 
the disciplining of any paying prisoner is not 
permitted. Walsh also charges that one of 


Supt. Carroll’s subordinates protected a guard 
who was charged with embezzling some prop- 
erty from a prisoner and thut the subordinate 
afterward brutally beat the prisoner on slight 
provocation because he hac preferred charges 
against the guard. Supt. Carroll is 
himseif further accused of releasing from the 
institution a prisoner whose time was not up, 
although the Governor, who alone had au- 
thority to pardon the man, had not done so. 
The institution, it 1s alleged by Walsh, was 
credited with using 300 dozen of eggs dur- 
ing a certain period, when, in ro- 
ality, not over twelve dozen of eggs 
were ever placed on the guards’ table. 
Frequently the guards, he claims, were given 
tainted meats to eat. These and other 
charges are made by Walsh against Carroll, 
and he cluims that be has proot ior every aile- 

ation he makes, and admits that he is moved 

y a determination to get even. As tne 
charges affect a public institution and are ofa 
serious nature tbey are called to public atten- 
tion. 

WALSH’S STATEMENTS. 

**] went to work as a guard in the Work- 
house in nuary 1887, said Walsh yesterday, 
speaking of the institution, and I was em- 
ployed there continuously until very recent- 

‘ly. The place is managed ina most outrage- 
ous manner. Why, from September 12 to Octo- 
„ Superintendent Carroll never showed 
he Work-house during the day, except 
once. That was Octobergl. On that occasion 
as I was leaving the institution together 
with Tony Neiser,* James Murphy, Thomas 
Dwyer, John Baumgartner and Tim Sweeney, 
guards at the place, I met Car- 
and Lorenz Padbury, a saloon- 
It was about 5:30 m., 
and we had all just quit work, Carroll was in 
u buggy with Padbury. As to his condition 
all the guards I have just mentioned can 
swear. After that day he never showed up at 
the Work-house for six days. The stable 
boss was out looking for him every day. At 
the end of six days he got Carroll’s horse 
and buggy. but failed to nd the man. The 
rig was brought back without him. This pie 
of neglect of duty on Carroll’s part was neve 
reported I suppose, at least nothing was ever 
done aboutit. It was by no means Carroll’s 
first offense. Some months ago I saw him on 
Viedmont avenue and Broadway. He was 
ordering the prisoners about and 
making a show of himself. Finally 
he went to back to Hickey’s saloon 
and he sent a street car driver to the Work- 
house to get his buggy and take him to the in- 
stitution. Tony Nelser, who was bossing the 
gang of men at the time, and Mike Walsh, the 
guard in charge, can testify to the truth of my 
statements. 
DRUNKEN GUARDS PERMITTING ESCAPES. 
On September 17 a relative Carroli’s, em- 
ployed as a guard, was drunk and asleep 
in ‘‘ashanty’’ there, and a prisoner named 
Smith, at work in the quarry, 
made his escape. He ran down the track. 
Carroll never even investigated the matter, 
rr because the latter was related to 
Im. Carroll caused a rule to be posted up at 
the place that any employe who was absent 
without leave and tailed to show a doctor's 
certificate, stating that he had been too sick 
to work, would be dismissed. Notwithstand- 
ing this, Brennan and John Dennehy, favor- 
rites of Carroli’s, were frequently absent 
from duty without leave and never 
brought a doctor’s certificate, but nothing 
was ever done to them. I was absent once 
without leave, but produced a physician’s 
certificate, and yet I was discharged. I had 
even sent a note to Mr. Carroll, but the em- 

loye of the place to whom it was given neg- 
ected at the time to deliver it. Although the 
man stated afterward in writing how he had 
forgotten to deliver the message it availed 
nothing, I had to go. I was no relative. A 
dozen times have I known Oarroll to tell two 
of the guards to go to bed and sleep off their 
drunk and then return to work. 

LENIENT TO VOTERS. 

. ‘*When a man comes fromCarroll’s ward he 
never gets a bard berth at the institution, but 
is given one of the easiest places in it. There 
was Paddy Kane who was cnarged with being 
concerned in that assult on Private Watchman 
Furlong. He was sent to the Work house and 
Carroll immediately gave him a place in the 
brush factory, one of the casiost

institution. He did it in this way: He was 
made a trusty by Dennehy, Carroll's relative, 
who used to send him for whisky. 
Guard Murphy, learning of this, put him 
to work on the rock - pile, or 
as it is called over there, the bum pile, 
stripping him of his 
nehy seems to have thought him still a trusty, 
for one Gay Maher passed him and made his 
escape. Afterward his parents brought him 
back, and despite the fact that there was an 
escape against him, and that he was never 
pardoned by the Governor, he was let goa 
week before his time was up. 
WHERE DID THE EGGS GO. 

The quarterly report of the Commissioner 
of Supplies shows that 800 dozen of eggs were 
used at the Work- house during forty days in 
March and early April. Now, the guards 
never saw more than twelve dozen of those 
eggs. There may have been some given to 
the trusties, but if they were it was not right, 
as the prisoners are not allowed any delica- 
cles. here the remainder of those 300 dozen 
eggs went is a question. The guards are 
miserably fed at the place. Beef, potatoes 
and bread is their bill of fare the year 
around excepton Friday, when fish is added 
tothe billoffare. Tainted meat and bad but- 
ter are frequently placed on the guards’ table 
and the fish is seldom fit to eat. When com- 
plaint is made about the food the guards are 
told they can either put up with itorgo. The 
shucks in the guards, beds have not been 
changed for twelve or thirteen years and they 
are alive with bugs. The sheets and pillows 
are seldom changed and are usually anything 
but inviting in appearance. 

„It is impossible to properly discipline the 
prisoners. When the men are placed in there 
their money is turned over to one of the 
nig He has the privilege of selling to- 

acco to the prisoners, and makes them pay 
double prices tor everything. Thus, a 5-cent 
package of smoking tobacco he makes them 
pay him 10 cents for and a 5-cent piece of plug 
tobacco he sells for 10 cents or cuts in balf and 
sells each piece for 5 cents. When- 
ever a prisoner is brought in for 
punishment nothing is doneto him, pro- 
viding he has money to his credit to make 
purchases. It he has not heis punished asa 
rule, and severely, too, at that. The escape 
of two prisoners from the Work-house is 

chargeable to this partiality. John Spray, a 
prisoner atthe place, hit Guard Gus Draber, 
andthe latter complained of him. He had 
money in the office, 
punished. Afterward he and Rudolph Wetzel 
escaped from the institution with a 
cart and mule and drove out on Osceola street. 
The rig was recovered, but the men were 
never captured. Had Spray been put in irons 
as he should have been for striking Guard 
Draber, the escape would never have been 
made. 

SADIE TRUEHART’S PRESENT. 

Jim Ray, a colored prisoner still in [the 
Work-house, gave a silk handkerchief and 
pair of gold ear-rings to one of the 
guards to band to Sadie Truehart, 
who was in the female division. She 
girl got the handkerchief but not the gold ear- 
rings. Ray complained to Guard Hardy, for 
whom he worked, and the latter preferred 
churges against the guard. One of the guards 
used bis influence to save the man, and after- 
ward told me that it made no difference if he 
had stolen the earrings, he wouldn't see a 
guard punished for a prisoner. Some time 
later Kay complained to Inside Guard 
Galen about some food served and 
Galen struck him in the head 
with a heavy cane, inflicting an ugly sash, and 
remarking to him at the time, ‘I have been 
laying for you since that earring matter.’ 

DRAWING PAY AND DOING NOTHING. 

It is pretty hard te tell what some people 
employed at the instition do to earn their 
salaries. Galen is paid $60 a month, and 
makes considerably more on the sale of to- 
bacco to the prisoners. A gardener employed 
at the place draws $50 a month. As there are not 
$15 worth of vegetables eaten in amonth atthe 
place it would seem strange that the city 
would not buy the vegetables instead of pay- 
ing a man $50 a month to raise them. It 
would be aclesn saving of $35 a mopth in ad- 
dition to the food eaten by the gardener. The 
fact is, however, this gardener does nearly all 
of Galen's work. He uniocks the cells for 
him every morning, feeds the female prison- 
ers, rings the bell and does nearly all of the 
duties Galen is supposed to A 

‘*supt. Carroll has of 
his own family who receives $40a month for 
attending the guards’ table, yet I never saw 
bet inthe kitchen performing the duties for 
which she is paid more thantwo or three 
times since Carroll has been Superintendent 
of the Work-House and she has held her pres- 
ent position. ’ 

Walsh’s story reflects very seriously on Supt. 
Carroll and his management of the Work- 
house. All bis charges are not given here. 
He makes statements, which may be easily 
proved or disproved on investigation, charg- 
ing that officials have permitted immorality 
between the male and female prisoners. He 
also makes charges of gross misconducton 
the part of Work-house officials. 

FREQUENT ESCAPES. 

The escapes of prisoners from the Work- 
house have been frequent enough of late to 
excite no little comment on the part of the 
city officials, to whom the weekly reports of 
Supt. Jim Carroll are submitted. In 
fact, it has become a standing joke with them 
to ask when the report comes in: ‘‘How 
many escapes this trip?’’ 

Some of the flights have shown much in- 
genuity on the partof the prisoners,and some 
have shown considerable lack of vigilance on 
the part of the guards. Not long ago 
one prisoner made a very clever 
escape, 80 clever, in fact, that he 
was allowed to go unvursued. He was de 
tailed to set off the charges forthe afternoon 
blast in the stone quarry;of course the rest 
of the men all withdrew toa safe distance to 
avaid the flying debris. When the charges 
should explode, after waiting a long time 
some one had the courage to 

0 down and investigate. The 
fuse had not been lighted but the prisoner 
was gone. A short while later another, grow- 
ing tired of the work and conflaement of the 
Work- house, took to his heels and took his 
chances of being shot.

the ordinary method of sneaking off and get- 
ting away; the other two, however, put a little 
spice and liveliness into their filght. On the 
way back to prison from a job of grading two 
prisoners who were ridiug in one of 
the dump _ carts, y a preconcerted 
arrangement knocked the trusty off the front 
seat of the cart, took up the reins, applied a 
shovel to the anterior part of the mule and 
galloped off and escaped. The cart, it is true, 
was recovered after andthe mule was a little 
sore in the joints, but the prisoner never 
came back again. Supt. Carroll claims that 
as he has to select many of the men who do 
work about the Work-house from the prison- 
ers, and make trusties of them, it is not to be 
expected that they all should resist the temp- 
tation of running away. 

1 5 SUPT. CARROLL 

was not at the Work -house last evening when 
an attempt was made to get his statement, 
neither could he be found in thecity. It was 
stated that he would be at the residence of 
his brother John Carroll, who lives 
at 2018 Division street, but when a 
reporter called at that address he was not 
there, and his brother stated that he bad no 
expectations of seeing him. Mr. Joln Carrol 
is Superintendent of the West St. Louis Post- 
office. He appeared to take the matter very 
coolly when told of the charges made against 
his brother by Walsh. 

„Walsh,“ said he, was disch ed from his 
position as guard. Ihave heard some of bis 
stories, but Ido not think there is anything 
in them. u derstand he wentto the City 
Hall and made complaints against my 
brother, but I don’t think anything 
was ever done about it. I have known 
Walsh for twenty years and he has an ola- 
time grudge against my brother. I believe he 
was a guard there when my brother took 
charge, but I heard that he had been dis- 
charged because they could never get along. 
He is a very troublesome fellow, one of those 
men who are always in some trouble. I sup- 

ose he thinks he now has a chance to square 

is grudge against my brother, but I guess 
that is all there is in the charges. 

My brother has not been to this house 
since he took charge of the Work-house. He 
tormeriy lived here, but when he went down 
there he moved away from here. I saw him 
last week on the street, but do not see him 
often. Idonotthink 1 eversaw him under 
the influence of liquor more than onceor 
twice in mv life. 

Jam satisfied that there ig nothing in the 
charges only personal malice on the part of 
Walsh, and do not believe there is any truth 
in them. 

CARROLL’S APPOINTMENT. 

The present superintendent of the Work- 
house, better known among his friends as 
‘*Choctaw Jim, is a clever one, and has a 
record of having had a hand in many 
political tricks which have been turned 
in local political circles in the 
last few years as his following says of his 
many methods, There ain't no files on Jim. 
He went in under Francis and hae sina made 
hinfself solid with the Noonan party. He 
struck a snag, however, on Acting Mayor 
George Allen, who slipped Barney Taaffe 
into the Superintendency of the Poor- 
house and left Jim holding the 
bag. It was all fixed with 
Francis and things were going through nicely 
when Francis was called from the Mayor’s 
chair to the stump. President Allen of the 
Council was President pro tem. The Super- 
intendent of the Poor-house was dead, so in 
went Barney Taaffe and stayed 
Jim, In this way his time un- 
der the city until reappuvintment 
was considerably shortened. He stunds a fair 
show of being reappointed by Mayor Noonan 
but there is a Republican Council laying back, 
which has a little something to say and the 
probabilities are that if a good opportunity 
comes along something will drop. If the 
Counciland the Board of Public Improve- 
ments sees fit to investigate things may be- 
come uncomfortably warm for the superin- 
tendent.

THE PROPOSED UNION MARKET ARCADE. 
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The above illustration is a perspectiveview 
ofthe proposed Union Market Arcade, de- 
signed for the Broadway Citizens’ Committee 
by A. P. Hyatt, who has undertaken to make 
plans for the building, the cost of which shall 
notexceed the $45,000 appropriated by the 
City Council. Several designs have been 
made and submitted for this improvement 
heretofore, but were rejected because the cost 
of construction would exceed the amount 
of money appropriated for the purpose. It is 
for that reason that the Citizens’ mmittee 
has uoadertaken to prepare and submit a de- 
sign of astructure, which shall come within 
the prescribed limit, in the hope that it will be 
accepted, so that the unsightly old sheds 
which have become 80 objectionable to the 
retail merchants north of Washington avenue 
may be removed and the sidewalks kept clear 
of the huckster stands. 

The new building is intended to join onto 
the present structure and 2 all the space 
south of it to Lucas avenue, between Broad - 
way and Sixth streets. The area to be cov- 
ered fronts 116 feet on both Broadway. and 
when. completed the sakes bulging’ wil 
when compile marke u Ww 
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feet high and will de galvanized 
iron with slated roofs rising 18 feet 
above the tower of the present building. 
These towers are to be fitted with plate glass, 
and all other openings are to have lights of 
Gouble-strength glass. Each tower will be 
22x82 feet square, joined by open-air terraces 
and having apartments on the second floor 
which may be utilized for restaurants, offi 
or other purposes. Two main archways, 
feet wide, form the principal entrances.

MYOTONIA AND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Interesting Case and Facts Considered by 
the St. Louis Medical Society. 


The St. Louis Medical Society last night con- 
sidered several subjects, the most interesting 
being a supposed case of non-congenital 
myotonia. The disease is very rare, Dr. A. B. 
Shaw said, or at least the number of recorded 
cases is but 30. The literature of the disease is 
limited. He said the first description of the 


disesse was printed in 1874. Of the ogg, cases 
all but two were plainly congenital. In the 
two rA it was impossible to find any 
trace of the dlsease in the history of the an- 
cestors. The patient was present. His name 
is James McEvoy, and he is now an inmate of 
the City Hospital. Dr. A. W. Fleming who 
has had him under observation gave a bistory 
of the case, described the manifestations 
of the disease and observed that the patient 
ate double rations of food, thereby costing 
the city 174 cents per day, instead of 8% cents 
as do ordinary patients. McEvoy’s father 
was Irish born and a strong healthy man, a 
miner anda gambler at times in California.

By admitting Brooklyn and Cin- 
they not only manifested 
own weakness, but gave * 
striking illustration of the deep consideration 
they have for the property of other base ball 
club owners. Individually the magnate is all 
right; collectively he is allwrong. Itisas a 
body that his actions are subject to criticiem. 
The National League bas killed the go hat 
laid the golden egg. It olaims to have aty 
of players, and yet, notwithstanding that this 
is the very time when an announcement 
would do the most good, not a single player 
has been officially named as having signed 
one of ite contracts. Anson has signed with 
Chicago, and so probably have Hutchinson 
and Burns. Boston may retain two of its last 
season’s playars. This is the whole story 

With the Players League matters are differ- 
ent. It is sustained by public opinion, and in 
the last ten days has accomplished wonders. 
Every day brings forth some new evidence of 
its earnestness and activity. Properly guided 
itis sure to go to the front with a bound. 
Already it has signed seventeen men, although 
the contracts have been outof the printer’s 
bands only a week, andthe players are seat - 
tered all over the land. New York has 
Ewing, Ward, Keefe, Gore and O’Rourke; 
Chicago, Pieffer, Ryan, Williamson 
Tener, Bastian and Ariie Latham; Philadel- 
phia, Clements, Hallman, Mulvey, Wood and 
Delehanty; Boston, Kilroy; Buffalo, Wise. 
Grounds have been bought outright in Brook 
lyn. Three of the clubs have taken out certi- 
ficates of incorporation and the others will 
follow this week. Within the next two months 
the new League will have perfected its organi- 
zation and signed two-thirds. if not more, of 
its players. Theonly hope of the National 
League now is that the word ‘‘reserve’’ in its 
last year’s contract with the players will hold 
them in law. The fallicy of this claim 
has been carefully explained in the Post- 
DISPATCH. ‘‘Reservation’’ did not mean 
option. If it had the shorter word would 
have been used in these contracts, as it is in 
all others. 

The National League has little faith that its 
case will be sustained in court. Nothing il- 
lustrates what the word ‘‘reserve’’ actually 
means in base bal! better than the clause in 
the national agreement, which provides that 
contracts with players shall be made for 
terms no longer than seven months. Col. 
Rogers does not like this clause, and in 
the Board of Arbitration meeting Mon- 
day endeavored to have it amended 
to read ‘‘twelve or more months. 
There was a red-hot discussion on the amend- 


ment, and the magnates decided to vote it 
down and put on a bold front. Col. Rogers 
will perhaps say his amendment was in no 
way intended to harmonise the National 
League’s interpretation of:“ reserve“ with the 
terms of the national agreement, but, instead, 
was calculated toembody a suggestion made 
by Al Spalding last summer to the effect that 
ball players be kept under contract in season 
and out ofseason. Such a statement, how- 
ever, would not do. In general 
legisiation the National League fol- 
lowed closely the lines lai down 
by the Players’ League. Olassification has 
been abolished. So has the black list. The 
recentage of visiting clubs was increased 
rom 2% to 40. A very wily change in the con- 
stitution concerning the sales system was 
also made. It provides that the purchasing 
club shall deal * with the player, in- 
stead of the club to which the player belonged, 
as heretofore. In short, a player may uow 
buy his own freedom if he bas enough money. 
The owner still has the right to name the 
value he places on any man whom he 
owns. Last summer President N. E. Young 
Was quoted as saying the National League 
would at once adopt the doubie-umpire sys- 
tem. It has provided six umpire. for ten 
clubs. Economy has become a necessity. 
All of the changes in the playing rules are 
admirable, although some of them could be 
further improved, Judge Bacon and John 
M. Ward, acting as a committee, have aleo 
made changesin these rules, which they will 
recommend to the Players’ 
vention, January 7.

Without play- 
ers the certainly will be in A 
fix, and if they buy minor league men they 
will create a general surprise. At heart the 
National League desires them to surrender, 
but it is not policy to say so. Cleveland, too, 
may abandon the battle, aud then somebody 
would be needed og What if this some- 
body should be Chris Von Der Ahe of St. Louis? 
Spaiding is with him. There are two or three 
misfortunes still in store for Chris, but he will 
outlive them all and bob up serenely next 
year. The magnates have smashed the Asso- 
ciation te smithereens, and in turn 
the Association will probably kill 
the International League, so inthe East next 
yeartheroe willbe the same number of big 
base ball organizations as there were last 
season.

Ina hopeless minority in the 
State, with no hope ot i future 
ascendency, any ticket that party 
may name is doomed to defeat, and will 
only be run (if run at all) to further the am- 
bition of Powell Clayton and tighten his grasp 
onthe Federal patronage in the State, which 
is dispensed through him. The Republican 
party is not now and will never be a factor in 
Arkansas politics, It is dead beyond hope of 
resurrection. 
THE POWERFUL WHEBRL. 

The Wheel, an organization of farmers and 
planters, with a membership of more than 
70,000, would prove an important political ele-

| Large Receipts of Spring Wheat—Rumors of 


a December Corner Manipulated by 01d

HICAGO, III., Nov. 
16.—Wheat estab- 
lishedan advance 
of about one and 
one-half cent this 
week and closes at 
about the dest 
prices, and strong 
atthat. The Gov- 
ernment crop re- 
port said nothing 
about wheat, but aday or two later publica- 
tion wus made of an official statement of a 
deficiency ot 91,000,000 bu of wheat and 
95,000,000 of rye, as compared with last year. 
Coincidently the English market began 
to harden and although there does not seem 
to be any actual change in quotations to 
amount to anything the foreign- 
ers are unquestionably doing more 
business with us. Exportation of 
wheat and flour from the Atlantic ports this 
week foot up to about 2,000,000 bu, which 
makes banner month of the new crop 
year. to this the 500,000 bu that are 
pushed out through Pacific ports and we have 
a really big out movement. This looks very 
healthy and forms the first substantial ground- 
work for a hope of higher prices that has yet 
developed. The winter wheat movement 
keeps up its vast proportions; indeed, 
80 far as it can be judged 
by the receipts at Duluth and 
Minneapolis, it ison the increase. Thus far 
this week total receipts East and West foot up 
4,614,731 bu, against 4,290,272 bu last week,and 
2,388,012 bu forthe corresponding pericd last 
year. Actually, however, the Northwestern 
movement ig on the decline, and farmer’s de- 
liveries are falling off sharply. This will tell 
shortly. Itis noticeable though that stocks 
in back country elevators are being held down 
by reason of shipments to private lake points. 
Buyers for these storage houses have 
been unusually active throughout the North- 
west this fall. About 2,500,000 bu of wheat 
thus obtained are in process of transportation 
in private warehouses In Chicago alone.

The wheat market this week has been some- 
thing of a mystery. Several of the leading 
heavy-weights have been seemingly astride 
the market from first to last. They have been 
talking bearishly with great boisterousness 
and selling wheat ostentatiously, Hutchinson 
leading as usual, yet the marxet has been 
strong throughout, and now gossip is again rife 
ofa Decombercorner. Some people who pre- 
tend to be close to Hutchinson claim to know 
that be is long 8,000,000@10,000,000 bu for De- 
cember delivery, practically sales of May 
to an equal extent, possibly. Others who 
think they have equally reliable sources of 
information have it that Old Hutch is short an 
enormous line for every active month. Neither 
side care to swear tothe truth of what they 
say. His operations will continue to puzzle 
the oldest of ’em until he dies. 

Speaking of dying the local newspaper fel- 
lows have been for several days trying to 
run down — 3 that the old 
speculator has been dividing up the bulk 
of his estate among his children, reserving 
only a few odd million in cash to gamble with, 
having been influenced to take this action on 
account of premonitory symptoms of a

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THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


A Healthier Turn in the Speculative Move- 
ment—The Day’s Transactions.

NEw YORK, November 16,—For the firat time 
in many weeks the currency movement has 
run in favor ofthe city banks, and for the 
first time in along while speculation in Wall 
street looks healthier and promising. As the 
money markets are inseparably connected 
with stock operations, it is not aurprising that 
an upward turn in values should accompany 


the earliest reliable indication of a return of 
the finances to a normal condition. On Thurs- 
day it became known tbat time loans for 
heavy amounts had been negotiated 
by well-known operators, and it did 
not take the initiated long to make up their 
minds that this meant business. They were 
not far out of the way, either, as the rising 
market on Friday and Saturday attests. The 
banks forthe week added $1,836,700 to their 
cash resources and $1,310,725 to their reserves, 
but the significant feature of the nionetary 
situation is the fact that the influx of cur- 
rency exceeds the shipments. The surplus of 
the danke is too small for comfort, 
perhaps, and acts as a damper upon 
the hopes of those who are 
anxious to have money 8 easy, but 
apparently the outlook is satisfactory to the 
managers of financial institutions, for they 
are willing andeven anxious to place their 
funds at going rates. The impression among 
them is that the West and South will remit 
currency to this center in increasing volume. 
There is no doubt that the fear of running up 
against a sudden stringency has deterred 
many people from pushing their schemes. 
There has been for some time no lack of 
factors on which to predicate a dull 
campaign. With one or two excep- 
tions the industrial situation has en 
remarkably favorable. Not so very long 
agoarevivalin the iron trade such as has 
been in progress for many weeks would have 
been worth arise of many points in the stock 
market. The same is alsotrue of the impor- 
tant ‘‘deals’’ already consummated by West- 
ern roads and others known to beon the 
cards. 

The effect of these and other good things, 
however, has not been lost, but only delayed. 
They made a good impression upon the 
moneyed interests, which are now beginning 
to move. It has been claimed by a small con- 
tingent that there could be no successful bull 
speculation because the year was too near its 
close, and with this notion in their heads they 
have gone on selling various stocks until they 
have filied up a big sbort Interest.

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It is the unexpected which happens in Wall 
streef, and events may demonstrate before 
long that the croakers are ali wrong in their 
premises. ‘While the trusts were ata high 
altitude and speculation in them rampant 
they were a ———— menace to the whole 
speculative fabric. here are some who still 
look upon them inthe same light, and their 
zeal has got them into a position 
from which it will ve difficult to extricate 
themselves if the bull leaders continue to 

Ive support to their favorites. That things 

ave changed is shown clearly by the 
rise in railroad stocks last wee in 
the way of one of the sharpest 
raids ever made on the trust certificates. 
American Cotton Oil took another plunge of 
6 points under enormous sales forthe short 
account and liquidations by disgusted or 
crippled holders. The bears even as late 

this morning hoped to kill the 
ardor b — that specialty. 
the uctuations n Cotton Oil 
now interest only those personally concerned 
and if the bears continue the struggle on the 
same lines they are sure to be beaten. If any- 
thing, the lower the trusts go the safer will 
the general market be for the weed- 
ing out process which must accom- 
pany the decline. No outsider will 
think of touching Cotton Oil so long as there 
is the slightest doubt upon the financial con- 
dition of the trust, nor will they take kindly 
to sugar refineries with the possibility 
that the trust may be enjoined from 
paying dividends, and perhaps wound 
up by receivers, at least none but 
those willing to run into danger with their 
eyes wide open will have the temerity to 
handle such stuff until the mysteries sur- 
rounding them are entirely cleared up. 

The great trouble with a bear is usually his 
inability to call the turn, which re- 
sults in his overstaylng his mar- 
ket. Hedeals so extensively in disaster in 
one form or another that finally his percep- 
tions are warped, and he is apt to be led 
astray. When the truste were skyrocketing 
the argument that they were a source of dan- 
ger was a good one. To apply the 
same rule to them now, however, is 
absurd, yetit is used as freely and with as 
mach assurance as ever. In the same way 
certain people profess to see nothing but 
rate wars and other direful results to follow 
the alliances now making by Western roads. 


The simple truth is that they are betes car- 
ried away by their imaginations. aving 
harped so long on one string they either can- 
not or will not recognize the progress that is 
surely making towards a solution of the prob- 
lems which have beset the transportation in- 
terests for a long time. 

The Union Pacific-Ohicago & North- 
western-Alton traffic alliance will surely 
be followed by other combinations havi ng the 
same object in view, namely greater harmony 
and economy inoperating. The saving that 
can be accomplished, as already stated 
in these columns, will of itee!f 
go far towards increasing the div- 
idend paying capacity of the old 
established lines. The manifest advantages 
of the compact between the three great roads 
referred to ought to be sufficient to convince 
the skeptics that the example will surely be 
followed.

No one who has kept track of the Vander 
binn policy and management can have good 
cause for reasoning that this alliance was 
made to antagonize other leading systems. 
The Vanderbiits have done much to prevent 
wrangling aud at this late day are pot likely 
to do anything to jeopardize their enormous 
investments. The news dished up by Chicago 
about impending rate wars is intended to 
catch gudgeons in the East. Thus far they 
have had the game all to themselves, and it 
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Increased export clearances, most of whiéh 
was in the shape of flour, a little more specu- 
lation and a great deal of sentiment have en- 
abled the bulisto pump the wheat market up 
line this past week. The bears stubbornly 
contested the advance early in the week, 
though really the only big seller was Ben 
Barnes, who on Wednesday plugged the mar- 
ket all day, but since the latter day the sell- 
tng for short account was of a nervous and 
hazy description, the larger part of 
the offerings coming trom longs. The 
market of the last half of the 
week showed such strength, and at 
times such a tendency to boom, that many of 
the lightweight bears were run in. Yester- 
day’s close was at advances of 14@1% over 
the preceding Saturday, with buyers at 79%c 
for December and 84%c for May. The range 
for the week was 78½ e for December and 83880 
for May on Monday to 800 December and 84% 
May on Friday and Saturday. Bulls on wheat 
are as numerous as files in fly-time. Nearly 
every trader is loaded up with moreor less 
wheat and are looking for a run-away market 
atany time. It may run away from them, but 
they don’t believe it. They feel greatly en- 
couraged by the way export clearances are 
looming up and they look for a falling off 
in receipts very shortly, In tact, 


they have been looking for this falling off for 
severul weeks, but so far it doesn’t assert it- 
self. Our own receipts last week were 266,800 
bu, against 262,960 the week before aud 208, 887 
for corresponding week last year. And the 
Northwest movement doesn’t show much 
diminution. Thelongs also carry around a 
secret hope that manipulation may come to 
their assistance, probably counting on 
Fraley in St. Louis and Lindblohm 
in Chicago twisting the December option, in 
which they are supposed to be the principal 
longs. Neither one of these traders were ever 
known to attempt to manipulate a market for 
more than a day or so ata time, and are more 
remarkable for their scalping operations than 
for their long-winded duals. It is so much 
easier to sell out quietly at a good profit than 
to run the market for the benetit of mankind. 
Still another hope of the bulis is that ‘‘Europe 
will be forced to come to our terms.’’ 
Our terms’’ is good, but for 
the past eight years or more 
we have invariably come to Europe's terms. 
However, 1889 may be an exceptional year. It 
may be that Europe is quietly absorbing our 
wheat and flour and is really anxious 
to lay hands upon therawand manufactured 
article. New York millers are said to be se!!- 
ing ship-loads of flour to foreigners and Min- 
neapolis export sales run up to 63,000 bbis 
weekly, but tae St. Louis miller some- 
how or another can’t meet a foreign bid 
for flour, except at an actual loss, and St. 
Louis millers generally enjoy a share of this 
foreign trade, when ali things are as equal as 
they are now. There is a story thut the larger 
part of the flour exported is consigned. How 
this is noone appears to know. A good deal 
of curiosity exists in local circles concerning 
the outcome of the December option here. 
Moses Fraley is credited with beingthe big long 
for that month, and whether he will taxe 
in and pay forthe cash wheat, if it is de- 
livered on thefirst day of December, is the 
question that agitates the trade. Fraley 
doesn’texpectto have the wheat delivered 
him, bDelieving that the elevators will not al- 
low the cash wheat to escape from their con- 
trol. He has asserted this time and again. 
On the other hand, the principal carriers of 
the 1,400, 000 bu stock of No. 2 
wheat say most positively they will 
put outevery bushel they own on contracts 
on December 1, unless the difference widens 
enough between December and May to enable 
them to transfer their carryings from the for - 
mer to the latter month. he present differ- 
ence is now 5c, which is not near enough for 
five months’ storage, insurance and interest. 
There is hardly a doubt but that the present 
holders of the stock would hate mightily to 
see it leave their hands, but they may be 
forced to. Fraley is not a cash trader, and 
never carried much grain for any length of 
time. It @was stated on the floor the 
other day that while he was a member ofthe 
Fraley-Carter Commission Co., his partners 
several times w.sbed to carry grain for the 
good interest there was in it. They were 
carrying a bank balance of from $500,000 to 
$750,000, and the carrying difference on wheat 
was as high as 24ec a month, yet they never 
could ar upon Fraley go into sucha 
deal. If he concludes to carry wheat now for 
lc a month bis mind must have changed ma- 
torlally of late.

It is still a question of the weather in corn. 
There is no question as to the immense 
amount In the country ready to be marketed, 
nor of the country shipper being anxious to 
sell. Thelatter are eagerly shipping upon 
reasonable bids, and they are even offering to 
send corn in now, that they have sold for 
January shipment. But the weather has not 
been of the right soft to dry the new crop, so 
it will grade,and both receivers—most of them 
at least—and exporters are afraid of its con- 
dition. The percentage grading No. 2 in this 
market is very low, most of the corn being 
too soft and sappy and going No. (or no 
grade. That the corn is beginning to get a 
move on itself is seen in the — week’s re- 
ceipts, which reached 3829,7 bu, against 
202,435 the week before and 220,840 for same 
week last year. There is an immense amount 
of corn sold to arrive here in De- 
cember and January. it is said 
that four houses here—the Redmond 
Cleary Commission Co., the Grier Commission 
Co., the D. P. Grier Grain Co. and Langen- 
— Bros. —are short between four and five 
millions bushels for December alone, and 
there are other concerns whose shortago 
would bring the total far above that. This means 
the actual corn tocome here. ifthe weather 
should become cold and dry, soas to allow 
the corn to oure thoroughly, contracts 
will be filled with No. corn, but a 
prolonged wet spell, or changeable weather 
even, might interfere materially. The 
November option is reported to be still unset- 
tled to the extent of 500, 000 bu, the corn owing

Bismarck’s Private Secretary.

Prince Bismarck’s Private Secretary (Herr 
von Rottenberg) has just left London after a 
stay of a week’s duration. His visit was a 
mournful one, being occasioned by the death 


of his young and beautiful wife. The be- 
reavement was so sudden and unexpected 
that Herr von Rottenberg, summoned 
from Friedrichsrub, where he was 
staying with Bismarck, was com- 
olled to leave at a moment’s notice. The 
oss of this highly gifted lady will be severely 
telt at Berlin. Asan Englishwoman she was 
much looked up to by the members of the 
English society of that capital. Much dissi- 
dence and many a misunderstanding has been 
avoided by her timely interference. She was 
considered among the most intellectual and 
accomplished women in the society surround- 
* the Chancellor. 
err, von Rottenberg, who is sometimes in- 
truduced by Bismarck to foreign diplomatists 
as hisright hand, while he facetiously adds 
that he keeps his right arm for himself, owes 
the high position he enjoys entirely to his 
own genius and the keen perception of the 
Prince, by whomit was discovered. Oount 
Herbert had been a college chum of Herr von 
— cannes» and had maintained a friendly 
correspondence in after life. One day Prince 
Bismarck, on finding on his son’s desk a 
brochure entitled An Ideal State, put it in 
his pocket, curlous to see the subject of Count 
Herbert’s studies. The Chancellor was de- 
lighted on perusing the work and inquired 
with much Interest concerning the author. 
On learning that he was éngaged in commer- 
cial pursuits much against his wishes, his 
taste being ‘wholly devoted to science and 
literature, the Prince immediately exclaimed, 
‘‘Then let him come to us. The author 
of that brochure is just the man 
wanted in our Chancellerie; just the man 
I should like to consult—the man to give val- 
uable advice in State difiiculties. Write to him 
an once. This was done. Young Rotten- 
berg eagerly accepted the offer, and deserted 
his uncle’s counting-house with delight, al- 
though wareed by his friends that the post 
would de a hurd one. Such it has proved with 
avengeance. Bismarck is aman to whom 
fatique, whether of mind or body, is unknown. 
He can work from 7in the morning until 9 
at night, scarcely allowing himself time 
for meals; and then, again, will supplement 
tne labor of the day with another spell of 
work till midnight. And never yet has Herr 
von Rottenberg failed to keep pace with his 
giant patron. He has, indeed, become in- 
dispensable tothe great master, who cannot 
bear his absence fora moment. It is a com- 
mon saying among the Germans that Bis- 
marck’s eyesight, mgm, memory are all 
represented by Herr von ttenberg. 


Hon. Abram Comingo, who recently died at 
Kansas City, was one of the best known law 
vors and politicians in this State.

Among my inti- 
mate acquaintances were 
Oapt. Powers of the Brit-

hero of Khartoum. Capt. Powers is a mem- 
ber of the titled English family of Béresford, 
and he certainly proved his gooa breeding by 
his open-hearted generosity and his rare hos- 
pitality. He was, besides being a good fel- 
low’’ ju the best sense of that term, extremely 
fond of a good joke. Were it not for that 
peculiarity this incident could not have been 
related. 

Now Ihave never devoted much time to 
card-playing. Of course in my profession I 
am forced to be dexterousin my movements, 
and have become rather skiliful in certain 
ecard tricks useful onthe stage. I often vis- 
ted the officers at their club-rooms and fre- 
quently took a hand at the card table. It ap- 
pears that Capt. Powers was an expert 
amateur card-trickster, though atthe time I 
did not know it. On the evening of which I 
am writing, it was arranged between the 
Captain and his fellow officers that I was to be 
swindied in a game ot casino, chosen out of 
compliment to my American citizenship. Of 
course the money was to be returned after 
enough of the ill-gotten winning had been re- 
moved to buy a suitable supper to topple off 
the evening’s sport. 

I was unsuspleious, andIthink I had lost 
twoorthree hundred rupees, to the great 
amusement of the spectators, before I real- 
ized that I was being 

TRICKED. 

Then came my revenge, and I can assure 
you that it was a pretty = 
one. I determined to 
teach Capt. Powers a ies- 
son he should remember, 
andidid. Ideat nim at 
his own game, and the 
supper we had early in 
the morning was puid for ie 
by the conspirators after 
I had loaned them the 
money from my winnings. Altogether I took 
n 3,000 rupees (about $1,500), and the beauty 
ofit was that my cheating was not discovered 
until the next day, when I invited them to 
dine with me and explained the trick and re- 
turned their money. 

This is the way the trick was done. I 
stacked the cards from the bottom of the pack 


in the following described manner: I man- 
aged, in picking up the cards, to put at the 
bottom of the pack such good cards as 1 
needed. Then I took the pack in my right 
hand and shuffiedthe cards apparently awk- 
wardly, but really very skilifully. I drew 
one of the good cards from the 
bottom and one of the others 
from the top simultaneously. I continued 
this manwuvre until all the good cards that I 
had selected were placed 
alternately with a poor 
card at the bottom of the 
pack. Then I inserted | 
the thy of my mitn finger 
between these cards and 
the rest of the pack and 
shuffied the pack thor- 
oughly. After I had fin- 
ished I adroitly shifted 
the arranged cards to the 
top of the pack and asked 
the Captain to cut. 

After he had cut the cards I shifted the 
cards, by a single movement I shall de- 
scribe hereafter, back to their original 
place and dealt the hands. The good 
cards came to me and the alternate poor 
cards went to him. With a new pack of 
cards this trick caw be done with ease, and 
after a little practice it can be done so neatly 
that it is absolutely unnoticeable. 

THIS STACKING 
from the bottom is a new trick with gamblers, 
and it will deceive anyone who is not on the 
lookeut for it. 

This isthe way I shifted thecut: I held the 

ack between the thumb and finger tips of 
Rote hand, with my little finger inserted int 
center of the pack where the stacked part be- 
gan. Ithen grasped the lower half of the 
pack, so divided, through the center with the 
thumb and second finger of the right hand. 
Then pressing the lower half of the pack 
eguinst the thumb. forming a hinge, I brought 
the top halfadroitly underneath, thus plac- 
ing the curds intheir original position. I 
alternated this trick with the oldtrick of 
palming certain selected cards which were 

jaced adroitly on the top of my opponent’s. 
lhave now described to youthe double- 
banded shift. There is a single- handed 
shift that is equally effective, and when 
done by an expert card sbarper it 
will defy the detectionof the keenest eye. 
his is the way it is done: —

This 
ean de done with iightning-like rapidity and 
none but a player experienced in the wicked 
wiles of his fellow-man would suspect the 
trick. 

Here is a pretty single-handed shift that is 
seldom used by a gambier, but is, neverthe- 
less, very neat. It is called the 

SINGLE-HANDED TWIST SHIFT, 
and is done as rollows: Insert the little finger 
between the cards as is shown in figure1.Then 
lift ok the top cards between the little and 
third fingers and then turn them underneath 
us in cut 9. ’ 

I have made these shifts frequently in ex- 
piaining card tricks toa party of gentiemen 
and in spite of the fact that they were looking 
it they have found it impossibie 
to detect me. When ou consider

above menu a feast. I visited rat res- 
taurants and watched the cooking of 
dogs and cats inthe soup. I priced dried rats 
at many a butcher shop and was offered 
plump, juicy pussies for less than the cost of 
their raising. I was told that the flesh of dogs 
would make brave the man who ate it, and 1 
watched not afew people who smacked their 
lips as they conveyed bits of cat from their 
bowls to their mouths. These Ohinese dog 
restaurants are largely patronized by the poor 
people of Canton. They are usually on the 
ground floor, and they consist of a kitchen at 
the front and a dining-room in the rear. From 
nalls on the walls and in the ceiling hang the 
dressed bodies of dogs which look not unlike 
the carcasses of pigs, and which bang tall 
downwards. Just below these upon great 
beds of coal or in oven-like stoves are pots in 
which dog and cat stews simmer away. The 
meat is cut up into bits as big as the end of 
your finger, and it is fried with chestnuts and 
garlic in oll, or is stewed into a sort of soup. 
At the restaurant which I visited I was told 
that I could have a pint bow! of cat flesh for 10 
cents, and as a special dainty, I was offered 
fried cat’s eyes for 2 cents apiece. The cats are 
skinned before cooking, but the dogs are pre- 
pared for the pot in the same way that we 
make our pork. They are killed and the bod- 
les are soused in bolling water to get the hair 
off. A little hair is always left on the end of 
the tail to show the color of the dog, for the 
méat of a black dog is worth twice that of the 
yellow variety, and black cat’s flesh is a 
dainty. In some parts of China you can buy 
dried and smoked dogs’ hams, and some re- 
gions make a business of exporting them.

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The Chinese are the greatest pork eaters of 
the world. The pigs are the scayengers of 
the city, and they root their way into every 
quarter, andturnup the ground and wallow

grandmother’s soul. To people of delicate 
sensibilities, possessed of that faith which 
moves mountains, such gastronomic remem- 
brances will spoil their feast. It is for this 
reason thatthe Burmese and Siamese eat so 
little meat, and it is largely due to this that 
you find Ilttle meat consumed in the greater 
part of India. 

The meats of Asia are, however, Very fine. 
Western Japan has lately turned to cattle- 
raising, and you can get as good beef at Kobe 
as you can at Chicago. It is largely consumed 
by the foreign population of Japan, anda 
great deal ot it is shipped to Shanghai and 
Hong Kong. The finest mutton in the world is 
raised in North China, and there is no meat 
sweeter or better than that of the fat-tailed 
sheep of Thibet. I saw thousands of these 
sheep about Peking, and in some cases the 
tail seemed to be almost as big as the sheep. 
It grows, I am told, as heavy as filty pounds, 
and this is pure fat. In Mongolia the shep- 
herds sometimes make little sleds and fasten 
them to the tails in order that the sheep 
may not be impeded by dragging its own tail, 
and this tailis considered the most delicate 
part of the sheep. It is used by the Tartars 
in making the tea soup which is so common 
an article of diet among the Mongols. This 
soup is made of brick tea or tea ground into a 
dust and pressed into the form of a brick, 
mixed with sheep’s tall and water; when the 
water has boiled a lump of cheese as big as an 
egg is thrown into the mass and it is served 
steaming hot in wooden bowis to guests. It 
does not sound vory appetizing, but it 18 
greedily devoured in the coid regions where it 
made.

dressed servants brought us cups of water as 
sweetasthe sap of the maple and flavored 
withanise seed, und behind him came a boy 
with a gold embroidered napkin. I took asip 
of the water and used the napkin in common 
with the reat of the guests. I was led into the 
salemiik and given a seat onadivan. Beside 
me squatted a richly-dressed Egyptian in a 
turban, and with him I took a sip at the cup of 
black coffee, which followed the sweet water. 
Then we had candies and brandy, and after 
this a cigarette, when the dinner was an- 
nounced. In addition to the sheep there was 
roast turkey, roast beef, vegetables and 
all the extras of a obi French 
dinner. Between each course 

sweet cakes were served, and the meal took 
several hours. The foreigners present were 
given knives and forks, but the natives ate 
with their fingers. A large part of the 250,000, - 
000 inhabitants of India eat with their fingers. 
The Burmese do not know the use of 

CHOPSTIOKS, 

and the Siamese have thesame table utensils 
as were used by Adam and Eve. The 400,000,- 
000 Chinamen use in the neighborhood of 
1,000,000,000 chopsticks every morning, noon 
and night, and the Korean carries his chop- 
sticks with him wherever he goes. The chop- 
stick is about as big around asa slate pencil,

all Chinese meats. Small bits are a necessity 


where the chop-sticks are used, and the re- 
sult is that most of the Chinese dishes are 
soups or stewsor roastscut fine.

little beef used in China, and good cows are 
practically unknown. Such milk as is offered 
for sale is by no means reliable as to cleanii- 


ness and character, and an English resident 
who was disappointed by his milkman, and 


asked him the reason why he no longer 
pulled around his milk cart, received this re- 
ply: No can, Sow she die, and woman she 
have moved away.’’ 

Human milk is sold in many parts of China, 
and when the Empress Dowager was sick re- 
cently it required twenty wet nurses to keep 
ber alive. 

Where there is no milk there cannot be but- 
ter, and you will find little butter in uss by 
Asiatic nations. In Japan all the butter used 
by foreigners has to be imported. The Chl- 
nese use oll in the place of butter and the 
Indians use a sort of substitute for butter in 
hee, which is a sort of clarified butter. The

In conversation yes- 
terday, Mr. Bonner 
expressed his views 
freely regarding the

digies. Mr. Bonner sald: 

In discussing the modern trotter and the 
contrast he presents to the trotter of thé 
past, there are many things to be codsidered. 
Improvements in the race tracks have had 4 
material effect on the speed developed. 
Twenty-five years ago, the popular grounds 
in the neighborhood of New York were 
the Union track and the old ‘Fashion Course’ 
on Long Island. As compared with the tracks 
of to-day, those courses were like a sandbank 
beside a billiard table. The wagons of those 
days were very much heavier, too, than those 
now used, andthis constituted another point 
of difference to be considered. Maud 8. has 
trotted toa sulky weighing 88% pounds; but 
Hiram Woodruff wouldn’t have dared to get 
into a sulky less than 683 pounds In weight. 
This 17 pounds made a great difference and, 
unquestionably, it would bee serious hin- 
drance to animals going at a 

HIGH RATE OF SPEED. 

More than twenty years ago, Dexter was 
credited with a quarter of a mile in $1 seconds. 
This is at the rate of 2:04 to the mile. His 
fastest full mile was made in2:17%. Maud 8.

The Lighting of Broadway. 


Friday afternoon atthe meeting of Broad- 
way merchants in the Metcantile Club a com- 
mittee consisting of Goodman King, Samuel 
Kennard, Joseph Specht and Charles E. Barney 
was appointed to complete the arrangements 


for the lighting of Broadway until 12 o'clock 
midnight. This committee was instructed by 
a resoiution to accept the bid ofthe Municipal 
Electric Light Co. for furnishing the lights. 
This company was the lowest bidder. 

The company has agreed to have the wires 
and lights up by Tuesday night or perhaps 
Monday evening, and then Broadway, from 
Elm street to Franklin avenue, will be made 
as light as day. One hundred and fifty-eight 
lamps will be used, and these will be placed 
along Broadway at intervals of forty feet on 
both sides of the street, allowing seven or 
eight lamps to each biock. 

This will cost from $16,000 to $16,000 per year, 
each merchant being assessed at the rate 
of 1% cente a night for each front foot of 
ground occupied by his business. Every mer- 
chant on Broadway, between Elim street and 
Franklin avenue, has joined the movement 
with one exception.

W. M STEAD DESCRIBES THE PRESENT 
: | CRITICAL SITUATION IN ROME 


Temporal Power of the Roman Church and 
at wane q It Might Be Obtained— 
The Po en Views of What He 
Must Have—A.Pewerfal Picture of the 
Present Outlook af nome.

N ot the sky of the 
tallan night was as 
Pa yet faintly speckled 
with stars, and far below, spreading over its 
more than seven hills, lay the Imperial city 
everywhere gleaming with gas, and here and 
there radiant with the electric light. All was 
still in the precincts of the great palace, save 
forthe occasional tread of the halbardier, 
whose picturesque uniform framed itself at 
times with strange medleval quaintness in 
the fire-lit gateway. On the right rose 
he mighty dome of St. Peter, towering h uge 
into the silent sky. Below ran the yellow 
Tiber, beyond which stretched the crowded 
streets, busy with the hum and murmur of a 
Nation’s capital, and the great outlines of the 
domes and towers of the innumerable 
churches of Rome. It was the nineteenth 
century spread out at the feet of the four- 
teenth, while beyond and above them hoth 
towered the vast and cloudy shades of other 
centuries, whose sons made Rome immortal. 
Standing at the door of the Secretary of 
Btate’s office, I recalled the conversation I 
had had within, and as I looked down from 
my coign of vantage on the distant lines 
of lamps that etched in outlines of 
light the extent of Rome, it seemed to 
recall the famillar story of the Temptation in 
the Wilderness. From some such lofty height 
it was that the devil showed Jesus of Nazareth 
all the kingdoms of the world and the glory of 
them, saying: All these things willl give 
thee if thou wilt fall down and worship me.’’ 
There was the city— 

Great and glorious Rome, queen of the Earth 

Bo far renowned, and with the spoils enrich’d 

Of nations; 
and there, across the courtyard in his stately 
palace-prison, was the man whose proudest 
title is that of 

| VICAR OF THE NAZARENE. 

Constantly before him is the temptation. 
Constantly at his elbow whispers the tempter: 
All this I will give thee—temporal sover- 
cignty and independence and rule over all 
this city—if thou wilt fall down and worship 
me.’’ Itisthe Temptation ofthe Wilderness 
renewedin ourtime;a temptation that has 
not passed, and will not pass. Itis now ein an 
acute form, for Rome is still full of French 
pilgrims, acclaiming the Pope-King,’’ and 
the hopes of the faithful are stirred within 
them at the thought that perhaps next year, 
or, it not then, the year after, the Pope will 


have his own again, andthe successor of St. 
Peter may once more reign in majesty on 
the throne of the Caesars. 

This spectacie is, I confess, far more in- 
tensely interesting to me than all the painted 
canvas and plaster in Roman museums and 
churches, whereby inspired painters have en- 
deavored to portray the familiar incidents of 
sacred story. For here is no painting of what 
happened long ago. Here is theactual tempta- 
tion in all its grim and terrible M with 
all the forces of evil arrayed against the frail 
and half-overpowered resistance of a good 
but aged Pope. The temptation so constantly 
present is that of hoping for a foreign war that 
might result in the re- establishment of the 
temporal power. Before that temptation 
many of those around the Pope have long ago 
succumbed. They are on their faces before the 
evil one; their secret thoughts are but so 
many prayers for his speedy advent; and it 
they could but have their way they would, in 
Gladstone 's lurid phrase, not hesitate to re- 
establish the Temporal Power, even if it could 
be only done by setting up the terrestrial 
throne of the Popedom on the ashes of the 
city and amidst the whitening bones of the 
people. But the Pope is a good man, a sin- 
cere Ohristian, whose heart overflows with 
sympathy forthe human race. The tempta- 
tion comes to him, as temptations always 
come to higher natures, so veiled that it 
seemed almost a prompting from the very 
Spirit of God. The tempter is disguised as an 
angel of light. No mean, or sordid, or 
worldly motives weigh with the good Pope as 
he stands at the windows of the Vatican, and 
looks out over 

THE IMPERIAL OITY 

to the darkening slopes of the Sabine hills, 
and sighs at the thought that the unification 
of his country has been purchased at the price 
of the spoliation of his church. What he 
thinks of is not the petty power of presiding 
over the construction of the drains or the ab- 
sorbing duty of organizing the police of the 
city outofwhich heis now a voluntary out- 
cast. He believes, with the honest sincerity 
of conviction natural to an aged eccles- 
fastic born and bred in the Pontifical 
States, that it ie pratttceally impossible for 
the Catholic Church throughout the world to 
be administered by one who is not an 
independent sovereign. The man at the helm 
of the church must not be the subject of any 
mortal. The vicar of Christ must not be 
called upon to bow to the decrees of a mongrel 
Cesar. Hence he has convinced himself that 
he must get back his temporal sovereiguty, 
if the government of the church is not to go 
to pieces. That is with bim, not unnaturally, 
considering his years and his education, an 
axiom which he does not discuss. He starts 
from that, and always reverts to it. But 
here before his eyes is unfolded day by day 
tho triumphant demonstration dy bis 
enemies of the fact that the temporal 
sovereignty has passed away. The King sits 
inthe palace which the Popes occupied.on 
the Quirinal; the Departments of.the Italian 
State are installed in buildings once sacred to 
the offices of the Church; the midday gun 
which is fired every day ie served by Italian 
gunners, from his own castle of San Angelo, 
where they are constructing balloons for the 
Abyssinian war; great barracks crowded with 
soldiers, where the bugle call sounds in- 
cessant, stand ‘almost within hail of the 
Vatican; and, worst and most painful insult 
of ali, the silent effigy of Giordano Bruno 
stands guard in rugged bronze inthe very 
market place where tradition. gays that he 
was burned In the days of faith by the pious 
gealof one of Leo’s predecessors. Day by 
day, yearin year out, the august prisoner 
never opens his eyes at daybreak without 
longing that the new day might bring delliv- 
erance; and the shades of night never blot the 
2 panorama of the city from his gaze thut

e does not cry in the agony of a heart sick 
y hope deferred, ‘‘How long, O Lord, how 
long?“ It is difficult for people elsewhere to 
realize the feelings of the Pope and his cuun- 
sclors as to the immensity of the injury which 
they conceive has been inflicted upon the 
church by the occupation of Rome. 
To most English-speaking men the establish- 
ment of the capital of united Italy at Rome 
seemed the natural and most desirable con- 
summation of the national movementin the 
Peninsula. In many cases religious prejudice 
united with nationalist enthusiasin to blind us 
to the extent to which the change was certain 
to wound the Holy See. But after the lapse of 
nineteen years the wound still bieeda. ot to 
perceive this is to fail to understand the tragic 
force of the temptation to which the Pope is 
subjected. To any one who approaches the 
eubject from the standpoint of an English 
Liberal—especiaily from that of the English 
Nonconformist, tq whom tne union between 
church and State, Whether in England or in 
‘Rome, is more or less anti-Christian—the very 
bitterness of the pain which the Pope feels as 
he mourns over the loss of his temporal 
wer is a measure of the necessity for the 
volution which bas torn it from his grasp.

Peter. The Holy See has never hesitated in 
times past to callin the aid of King Pepin and 
his Franks. And while to other rulers the 
prececents of their predecessors might seem 
merely hints which might or might not be fol- 
lowed, the Popes always regard each other as 
being more or less inspired. The whole his- 
tory of the Church seems to them a series of 
inspired sign-posts, pointing out the path 
which the Pontiffs must follow. One hundred 
and fifty times have the Popes seen their Tem- 
oral Power seized by usurping hands, and 
50 times those usurpers have gone 
DOWN INTO THE ABYSS, 
while the popes have a hundred and fifty 
times regained their scepter, often by means 
which to the humanitarian moralist of the 
nineteenth century seem most deplorable, but 
which, having been crowned by success and 
sanctioned by the popes, cannot be oon- 
demned by Leo XIII. ‘‘As your predecessors 
have done, so do you! Granting that great 
suffering may result from war, when have the 
popes ever hesitated to invoke the sword of 
the Lord and of Gideon in the defense of the 
most sacred interests of the church. And 
what can be more sacred than the temporal 
power, that adamantine casket in which there 
has been preserved for thirteen centuries 
the spiritual independence of the Holy See?’’ 
So whispers Mephistopheles, and poor Faust 
weary with waiting forthe deliverance that 
delayeth its coming, may be excused if now 
and then he turns his eyes in longing to the 
north, and sees in pious ecstasy the warriors 
of France marching down in triumph to re- 
store him to hie throne. They did it once be- 
fore 3 his lifetime. Why may they not do it 
ain 
ben I attempted to discuss the question in 
the office of the Papal Secretary of State, I 
was assured on the highest authority that 1 
would find the whole question dealt with in 
the most masterly and authoritative manner 
in a pamphlet which had recently been pub- 
lished. It was not, I was told, written by the 
Pope or issued by the Holy See, but it was 
drawn up practically under the supervision of 
the Papal authorities, and I could rely upon 
the contents of the pamphiet as being 
absolutely authentic. The pamphlet, Nea § 
of which was then handed me, is entitled La 
Veritaintorno alla Questione Romana, by 
* .’’ **This,’’ I was told, will answer 
all your questions, and until you read it, it 
would be idle to discuss anything furtber.’’ 
The pamphlet is undoubtedly an able and very 
smart presentation of the casein favor of the 
Temporal Power. Some day I may have more 
to say about it, but at present I only quote one 
passage, which made me shudder. Speaking 
of the impolicy from tho Italiun point of view 
of the occupation of Rome, the author poluted 
out that the effect of such an action was to 
place in the hands of every power 
a blank bill of exchange, which may 
be presented at any time against Italy. ‘‘The 
faculty tbat is,’’ says the author of the 
pamphlet, ‘‘given into the hands of every 
power of attacking Italy as often as is con- 
venient to them under color of religion, being 
applauded not only by the Catholic subjects 
of the country, but by every Catholic in the 
world.’’ Now here undoubtedly is a com- 
plete surrender on the partof the author of 
the pamphlet to the tempter. 

So far is he from thinking that a declaration 
of war against Italy forthe sake of establish- 
ing the temporal power would be a crime to 
be reprobated by every decent human being, 
and the letting loose of a frightful scourge 
upon humanity, at which even a fiend himself 
might recoil, that he eyidently believes 
it would be an act s0 excellent as to 
command the applause of every Catholic in 
the world. Far be it from me to hold 
the Pope responsibie for so criminal a senti- 
ment, but that itshould find expression in a 
pamphlet published under such auspices and 
handed me in the very office of the Pontifical 
Secretariat ie a striking demonstration of the 
extent of the pressure to which the Holy 
Father must be subjected by this new 

TEMPTATION IN THE WILDERNESS. 

It is obvious enough to those who are suf- 
ficiently outside to be able to watch the strug- 
Kle between the opposing forces that if the 
Pope were to succumb and were to use his in- 
fluence to incite France to make war on Italy 
and if that war resulted in the most signal 
success for French arms no man would ever 
be more bitterly cursed with the burden of a 
granted prayerthan Leo XIII. would be on 
the day when his temporal sovereignty was 
re-established in Rome by the bayonets of the 
French soldiery. Between him and the 
Italian people would be a vast gulf, 
filled wit the blood of brave 
men, butchered to do him honor; 
and he would begin to reign in Rome amid the 
execrations of a population, every other 
householder of which would have been 
ruined by the ejection ofthe Italian Govern- 
ment from the city. When Victor Emmanuel 
took over the government of Rome from Pio 
Nono there were only 215,000 persons in the 
city. To-day there are more than 400,000. 
The population, therefore, has doubled since 
Rome became the capital, and if it ceased to 
be the capital one-half of the population 
would find themselves in the air. Catholics 
and Liberals alike agree that even now if the 
Pope were to be installed in the Quirinal in 
the plenitude of his ancient sovereignty, he 
could not hoid Rome three days without a 
foreign garrison. Whatchance would there 
be when between him and his subjects there 
was the 

BITTER BLOOD FEUD 

ofa war in which France had conquered Italy 
tor the sake of the Pope? The Pope, then, 
would have to rely upon a foreign garrison if 
he were not to see his —.— assassinated in 
the streets. Of two things: (1) Either that 
garrison would be absolutely at his orders, in 
which case the Pope would govern Rome by 
coerciogyin such a fashion as would of neces- 
sity arouse against him and his Ohurchthe 
liveliest detestation ofevery Liberal in En- 

land, Ireland and America; or (2) the French 

epublic, which furnished the garrison, 
would insist on the recognition of certain fun- 
damental modern liberties in the government 
ofthe Papal States. In that case the last case 
of the Pope would be worsethan the first. He 
would be but the bailiffofthe French Repub- 
lic, governing a hostile population which 
hated him, on principles dictated to him by 
the representatives of the French Revolution. 

He neous a long spoon who would sup with 
the dei’l’’and the Pope is no exception to the 
universal rule. Even the shadow of a pos- 
sible warfor the recovery of the temporal 
power darkens the hearts of men and distracts 
the attention of the Sovereign pontiff from 
the consideration of his more strictly spiritual 
functions. The er has got in the 
nerves of the church, and it has come to be 
to the Holy See the only thing worth living 
for. 80 far from sharing that view, it seems 
to methat the re-establishment of the tem- 
poral power would be the greatest curse that 
could be inflicted upon the church, and that 
by far the greatest blessing which Leo XIII. 
could receive from above would be an unmis- 
takable notice to quit Rome without more 
ado, and to begin to rebuild the spiritual 
capital of the Catholic Church in a city nearer 
the actual cepter of the living and modern 
world.

AVMANICURE TELLS THE VERY LATEST 
THINGS ABOUT THE HANDS. 


Hew to Fix Your Nails and Keep Your 
Fingers in Good Order— What to De for 
Ugly Hands—The Model Sha for the 
Hand—Why It Is Difficult to Shape One’ 
Own Nails. |

artistic eye. What a 
fow years ago was considered to be a luxury, 
enjoyed only by the very wealthy, is now 
only a common part of the toilet and a com- 
mon comfort to cultivated people—rendered 
so by the manicure’s art, which like many 
other toilet arts, came from France, but is 
now patronized by hundreds in this country. 

Indeed, isthere any courtesy more happy 
than the graceful shake of a warm, shapely 
hand? It is the manicure’s art to put the 
thrill of life and aspect of beauty into the hand. 
When such a hand is extended you not only 
feel that there is a true welcome, but that the 
owner is master of himself or herself, and is 
tali of manhood or womanhood and gentility. 

But if the hand is bony, the knuckles large 
and the nails fat and dull of color (and many 
otherwise handsome people have such hands) 
you can scarcely help feeling uncomfortable 
until you forget that you have shaken hands 
with such people, however cheerful and 
happy their faces may be. 

Of course it is not their fault—no person 
would have a homely hand if they could help 
it—and while the hand is a strongindex of 
character, and of birth, there is such a thing 
as making the most bomely hand more orna- 
mental than it is, and also a source of comfort 
aad improvement tothe health. I went home 
to dinner with a man yesterday, and as his 
wife met him with the evening welcome I 
could not help noticing ber fingers, with the 
bright round nails, but, as she extended her 


hand to me, the five tips aglow with the pink 
of nealth, were quite as admirable as any five 
jewels could be, and made me feeleven the 
more welcome. Indeed we were allttle early 
and the manicure was just preparing to go. 
„Wait, sald my friend to the lady of scissors 
and brushes. ‘‘We’'ll have our claws made 
into 
HUMAN HANDS. 

„Very well, said the manicure,as she 
took froma small case a mutltitude of little 
instruments to make the hands look well and 
fee! good. 

Now put your bands into the finger- bowl, 
please—the water may bealittietoo warm, 
but we work more easily and satisfactorily 
when the handsare heldafew minutes in 
water as hot ascan be borne; and after 
successfully manicuring, your hands will 
feel better and look better for 
several days, Lassure you. Ofcourse the 
first treatment is not always sufficient 
to make the hands pretty and healthy, but I 
see that yours have been treated before; so if 
you will just place your hand flat down on 
this cushion on the table, I wilisoon fix them 
that the nails will not rattle on the plano 

eys.’”’ 

Feeling that my hands were scalded enough 
to last a week, I did as requested, but was re- 
assured that the soaking and rubbing that 
was to follow would permit of a free circula- 
tion, developing not only the dalle of the 
Augers but the muscles of the hand and, in 
fact, the whole arm. 

The manicure then produceda small knife 
and loosened without the least pain the cuticle 
from the nails, after which a pair of scissors 
with very small, very sharp curved blades 
made especially forthe purpose, as were the 
other instruments, and began cutting away 
the cuticle. 

It will grow up on the nail, you see, unless 
one is very careful, but with a little pushing 
down not only once a day but every time the 
hands are washed, and with weekly manicur- 
ing, the cuticle soon begins to grow lose, leav- 
in the nail shapely and the finger free from 

ain.’ 

„What is a model shape of hand?’’ I asked, 
wondering thatan art, or a trade, could be 
founded simply onthe skill of manipulating 
the hand to make it look beautifu!. 

„Woll, said the manicure, with a smile at 
the thought that there should be only one 
model, ‘‘there are hands of stout people, 
hands ofsiender folks, of tall and of short 
persons, and there are as many models or 
styles of hands as there are of persons, al- 
most; while the style of finger-nails changes 
annually. The most artistic shape of hand is 
where the palm is equal to the inside length 
of the middle or large finger, then concave, 
with the back ofthe hand only slightly con- 
vexed aud the fingers tapering from the base 
to the tips. Of course

and the nalle have a great deal to do with the 
shape of the fingers, and the shape of the 
fingers hasa great deal todo with the looks 
and grace of the hand. The knuckles side- 
wise should not be broader than the other 
art of the finger. The middle unger should 
straight, with the others slightly curved 
inward, except the thumb, which should be 
curved both inwardand downward, render- 
ing the whole nand in the shape of a length- 
ened oval. Many people bite their knuckles 
through nervousness, but are entirely un- 
conscious of itthougha large xnuckle 18, of 
course, homely and inartistic. Not only chil- 
dren but a great many grown people have 
this habit. It is cured by trimming the dead 
cuticle of the kuuckles very closely, which, 
indeed requires great care and skill and ex- 
tore it can be done successfully;

so that when the hands are 
the nérves report the pain and thus the habit 
is soon corrected, sometimes even cur- 
ing the owner entirely of nervous- 
ness, as the tenderness of the knuckie 
reminds nervous persons that they are nerv- 
ous, and this is kept up for even months un- 
til more deliberate habits of doing everything 
are acquired, and thus the will gains better 
control of the entire pody. However, I have 
had fewer cases of this kind in St. Louls than 
insome other cities, yet proper 1 
stops the habit, as well as reduces the size o 

the knuckles, and develops the muscles and 
makes the fingers more nimble and more 
symmetrical. 

And then the nails! For the beauty of 
the hands a great deal depends onthe shape 
of the nails; and there are styles, as I said, in 
finger nails as well as in everything else 
about the toilet.’’ 

As she said this she took a small ivo 
pommel from the kit and began pushing bac 
the cuticle, which process was also painless 
on account ot the soaking ofthe nalland the 
skill of the 8 

‘*You see the white part of the nail should 
always show inthe shape of a half- moon, as 
it is considered a mark of beauty and of good 
origin. But the bridge of the nail is. most 
important. The prevailing style is round, 
from the half-moon tothe tip, and the sides 
parallel, which is a style of common sense, 
since what is known as ‘hanging nails“ 
slivers’ of a hard cuticle—aiways painful, 
catching against everything, to be sure—are 
thus prevented.“ 

The nails were now ready for filing, for they 
had been carefully trimmed and cleaned of 
foreign particles. And hore again was shown 
un operation that has grown into an art of 
itself, separate and distinct from the other 
branches of manicuring, but which perhaps 
gave rise to the entire thing that now fur- 
nishes occupation to many women who have 
their own way to make in the world; for no 
man cun shape his own nails as a manicure 
does it, because he must necessarily work at 
the hand from the side or the wrist and look

the whole hand remains soft, clean and beau- 
tiful for several days afterward, if the mani- 
cure’s instructions are followed, in fact the 
entire arm feels better. Of course when the 
artist says ‘‘One dollar, please,’’ you may be 
alittle bit startled, but you feel that your 
hands have had the dollar’s worth, and that 
there is many adollar spent that does not 
bring half the comfort nor add half the charm 
that comes from a well-kept, healthy hand.

Secretary Kemble, who 
was appointed at the request of Mayor Hewitt 
alittle more than two years ago, has been 
discharged for incompetency, a lamentabie 
exhibition of which he gave on his 
examination before the commissioners 
who are investigating the accounts 
and methods of the department. 
Dockmaster Pendergast of District No. 5, East 
River, who testified that he employed John 
A. McCarthy to collect wharfage for him in 
violation of law, and who did not turn over to 
the city for his entire district within $2,000 as 
much as Dockmaster Abeel did for one pier, 
has been discharged, and Dockmaster Bogart 
has been suspended.

with equal facility. The natural song of the 

mocking-bird is notas sweet and musical as 

that of some other birds, but the ability to 

mimic maxes ita general favorite, says the 
Youth’s Companion. 

Mocking-birds that are taken from tke nest 
just as the tail feathers are beginning to grow. 
and hand fed, make the best birds; they be- 
come much more tame if fed by hand than 
when caught after they have learned to eat. 
It Bhould be remembered, when p urchasing a 
mocking-bird, that the farther South they are 
raised, the more valuable they are. Florida- 
raised birds are worth about a third more than 
those from any other State, as they are better 
singers. 

The mocking-bird is usually bought when 
young, as itis worth so much more when in 
tull song. Five hundred dollars have been 
paid for a well- trained mocking-bird in full 
song. In buying very voung birds there 1s 
danger of getting a female instead of a male, 
as the marks of sex are not very distinct. I 
have known a dealer to expose acage of 
birds, saying, ‘‘These are hand-fed Florida 
mocking-birds; young ones; choice at $3.50. 
These are the same,’’—turning to another 
cage,—‘‘but older; warranted males; at} to

But you may only 
discover the fraud, some fine spring morning, 
when you nnd inthe cage—an egg. The fe- 
male has a good voice, but not so good as that 
of the male. 

Observe the following facts: The white on 
the wings of the male bird extends over the 
entire nine primary featbers. The covert 
feathers are also white, but are sometimes 
tipped with brown. The white of the prima- 
ries extends equally on both vanes of the 
feather. 

In the female the white of the wings is not 
so clear and it does not extend over all the 
primary featbers—often, however, it reaches 
over seven or eight of them. The dark color 
of the female is brown, where in the male it is 
black. Occasionally a wonderfully fine 
singer willi be, nevertheless, very poorly 
marked. 

The mocking-bird isnotashowy bird. Its 
head, neck and back are ashy brown, its 
breast isa grayish white; its beak biack, its 
legs and feet are black and stout; its tail is 
cuneiform; the two outer feathers on each 
side are white, and the two in the middle solid 
black, while the others are black tipped with 
white. 

THE CAGE 

for the mocking-bird should be very large. 
The ordinary food should bethe ‘‘prepared 
food for mocking-birds.’’ Great care should 
be taken in selecting this, as mauy 
of the prepared foods“ have an 
excess of hemp and maw meal. 
Boiled carrot or beet root mashed fine and 
squeezed dry; yolk of egg; roast meat; boiled 
cabbage or peas; fruit and berries, such as 

ears, cherries and alder berries, are all good. 

se one of these little delicacies to tempt the 
appetite during moulting, for it is often poor 
at that time. 

Your mocking-bird will relish most ot alla 
meal-worm. Give ten or twelve of these a 
month, not more, for they are too rich 
too be fed oftener. Meal-worms may be 
raised by putting a handful of corn meal in a 
jar, together with some bits of old boots or 
shoes. Getastart of these from under some 
old board in a chicken coop, or a pigeon loft, 
or in the meal chestinabarn. Cover the top 
of the jar with a clofh, and wet this occasion- 
ally. hey propagate very freely. In afew 
months there will be thousands of them. 

Give during the summer, at intervals of a 
few days, a spider, a grasshopper ora fly. 
During the proper season catch some of these 
and put into a paper sack to dry for win- 
ter use. Boiling water poured over these 
will make them relishable as though they 
were fresh. Soaked ants’ eggs mixed with 
the food is beneficial. 

Your mocking-bird cage should be kept very 
clean. A buth should be given daily, and the 
bath - tub should be removed after using. The 
bird should never be hung out of doors in bud 
weather, but should receive the fresh air as 
much as possible. Hecannot, however, bear 
the hot sun of noonday, unless a cloth is 
thrown over the top of the cage. 

When itis desired to take mocking-birds 
from the nests of the old birds and raise them 
by hand proceed as follows: The food may be 
made by boiling one white potato; mash fine 
and mix thoroughly with this the yolk of an 
egg boiled twenty minutes.

The English robin is not prized so much for 
his voice, asfor his merry, affectionate and 
trustful ways, although his song is very gen-

tie and pretty, and is sung all the year round, 
through the summer heat and winter snow- 
storm, through the day and night as well. 

He isa general favorite in England, where 
he is remembered to have rendered such val- 
uable service in the old tradition of the 
„Babes in the Wood.“ He is slightly smaller 
than our American robin. 

It is customary to allow the robin redbreast, 
when in confinement, the freedom of the 
room, but care should be taken that no vessel 
of water is left around in which the bird may 
drown himself. He isso inordinately fond of 
bathing, that he will often dip into too deep 
water, and thus come to an untimely death. 
His food and general treatment should be the 
same as that of all soft- billed birds. 


THE ENGLISH BLACKBIRD. 

This bird in confinement sings during the 
whole year, except whole moulting, but in the 
wild state sings only during the spring month. 
His song is aloud, hearty and merry whistle, 
which grows louder and heartler onthe dark, 
cloudy days, when other birds usually hush 
their voices. His plumageisa glossy black, 
bill yellow, and tall like the mocking bird's, 
cuneiform. 

He is quite hardy, and if fed upon the mock- 
ing bird food will live very happy and con- 
tented twelve or fifteen years. Heis fond of 
bathing, but being subject to cramp, care 
should be taken thut the cage is not left damp. 
He readliy learns to sing an easy tune played 
upon the flute or whistied to bim, and when 
once he learns it is said never to forget it. In 
size and shape he much resembles the Amer- 
ican robin. 
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FORTY-TWO YEARS AS A MAN, 


The Remarkable Story of a Woman Who

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Terms of the Eight New Senators. 


From the Minneapolis Tribune. 

A great deal of speculation has recently pre- 
valled among South Dakota politicians re- 
garding the terms of the United States Sena- 
tors from the four new States. The question 


has been a matter of much deliberation here 
all summer, but the recent Washington dis- 
patches which appeared in the Fribune had 
— effect to stir the matter up to quite an agi - 
tation. 

There appears to be two general ideas as to 
the course to be pursued. he one is that the 
four new States will be practically admitted 
in the order named iu the Omnibus bill, viz.: 
North Dakota first, South Dakota second 
Montana third and Washington fourth; and 
that the States being thus admitted, the Sen- 
ators will be classified according to the order 
in which the respective States are ad- 
mitted. By this arrangement the North 
Dakota Senators would be assigned to classes 
one and three, whose terms expire March 4, 
1898 and 1891, respectively. Those of South 
Dakota to classes one and two, terms expiring 
March 4, 1898-95, respectively. Montana sen- 
ators would go into classes three and one, 
terms expiring March 4, 1891-93, respectively, 
while Washbington’s would belong to classes 
two and three, and their terms expiring 
March 4, 1895-91, respectively. 

Those of the other opinion think that the 
President will issue his admission prociama- 
tion for each State immediately on receipt of 
ite clection returns, that for is reason the 
date of each proclamation will differ from the 
others, and hence the dates of admission, and 
that this being the case, the Senators will be 
admitted into membership ofthe Senate and 
clussified accordingly. The opinion is unani- 
mous that each State, through its Legislature, 
has the right to designate which of its two 
Senators shall hold the long or short term, 
and the South Dakota Legislature will pro- 
ceed under this idea.

fiction—it is entirely 

true—that is, if there 

be any truth in the 

article we call ‘‘his- 

tory.’’ s by some unknown 
artist, and was painted in the early part of 
eéventeenth century, when that learned and 
hypocritical ass, James I., the son of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, and Darnley, wore the En- 
glish crown by grace of God and the accident 
of birth. It represents a young man (who, 
however, looks old for his vears) dressed in 
the peculiar aud not pretty costume of the 
day, the most prominent feature ot which is a 
huge ruff about the neck, apparently six 
inches wide and as many deep, and stiff as if 
tin instead of linen. The figure—three-quarter 

length—is enyeloped in a loose mantie or 
cloak, beneath which may be seen an em- 
broidered doublet. The left hand reste against 
the cheek, while the right holdsa pen, which 
has haif-covered a sheet of paper ly lng upon 
a small desk, at which the writer is evidently 
seated. The face looks right at you, and is 
rather bandsome than otherwise; brown 
hair, pushed back from a broad forehead; 
full, though not heavy beard of the 
same color, large hazel eyes, straight nose, 
good mouth, and, onthe whole, a pleasant 
and prepossessing expression. In the right 
upper corner of the picture is a coat of arms: 
three white stars between two white diagonal 
on a black shield. In the opposite 
corner, surrounded by elaborate scroll-work, 


this inscription: 


„»The Portraiture of 
SIR THOMAS OVERBURY, KNIGHT, 
Etat 82.’’ 


The original of the portrait and the hero of 
our story was the son of Nicholas Overbury, a 
Gloucestershire squire oi ancient and honor- 
able lineage, and was born at Compton Scor- 
fen in Warwickshire—the residence of his 


maternal grandfather—in 1581. At the age of 
14 he entered Queen’s College, Oxford, 
where he speedily distinguished himself in 
logic and philosophy, and where, in 1598, he 
obtained the degree of B. A. For a short time 
he studied law in the Middle Temple, London; 
then made the tour of the Continent, from 
whence he returned what was then, and is 
now, called ‘‘a finished gentleman’’— 
knowing how to do nothing easily and grace- 
fully. Not long after bis return, while on 
a visit to Scotland, he unconsciously met his 
fate in the person of Robert Carr, (more 
properly Ker), who was then page in the ser- 
vice of the Earl of Dunbar. An intimacy 
quickly sprung up between the brilliant and 
attractive young Bachelor of Arts, and the 
handsome, ignorant, sensual, unscrupulous, 
yet ahbrewd and ambitious page; and when 
Overbury went to London, Carr accompanied 
him to seek his fortune at court. He did not 
have to seek long, for when James mounted 
the throne in 1603, he quickiy singled out 
Carr as an object of royal favor—for two 
reasons, probably: Because he was a 
Scotchman, and because he had a 
certain sort of su tive beauty. 
Be this as it may, Carr climbed rapidly and Ja 
1618 the impecunious adventurer from the 
Land of Cakes’’ was made Lord High Treas- 
urer of Scotland and created an English peer 
under the name and title of 
VISCOUNT OF ROCHESTER. 

Meanwhile Overbury, who had become a 
secretary to the King, exerted all his influence 
in behalf of the favorite, who, in return, had 
him Knighted in 1608 and his father appointed 
aJudgein Wales. It is generally believed 
that Overbury had so completely gained the 
confidence of the garrulous monarch as to be 
in possession of some perilous secrets, which 
he used to his own advantage. It was known 
tbat be reciprocated the service of Rochester 
by doing very dirty work for him on demand; 
and a certain piece of such work it was which 
cost him his life, and led to one of the worst 
scandals of the many which have blackened 
English history. Of course there was a 
woman in the case, and the woman was Lady 
Francis Howard, a daughter of the house to 
which the Dukes of Norfolk belong, and wife 
of the Earl of Essex. She was beautiful, wild 
and wicked; wickedness being, soto speak, 
her strongest point. Consequently she was 
quite willing to meet the devil, in 
the person of Rochester, half way and 
more when he made his advances. A 
criminal intrigue was the result of their in- 
timacy, and in this Intrigue Overbury seems 
to have been a verx active and efficient agent 
and go-between. But the fair sinner intended 
to be weil pald for her sin. She had long since 
tired of her husband, and now gotrid of that 
incumbrance by a divorce obtained on grounds 
which will not bear reproduction in print. 
Now she was ready to marry her paramour, 
who was still climbing the ladder of royal 
favor, withevery prospect ofsoon reaching 
the top. Rochester was more than ready to 
take as bride the woman who was neither 
maid, wife, nor widow’’—but Overbury 
objected emphatically, doubtiess because 
he feared a loss of influence with 
the husband if the alliance were consum- 
mated. Rochester, wifose passions were as 
fierce as those of his prospective wife, would 
not yield and the two friends finally buried 
their friendship in ) 

A DEADLY QUARREL. 

Walking together one duy in the gallery of 
Whitehall palace Overbury was heard to say: 
„Well, my lord, if you do marry that base 
woman 7 will utterly ruin your honor and 
yourself. Lou shall never do it with my ad- 
vice or consent, and if you do you had best 
look to stand fast. Rochester turned from 
him in a furious rage, exclaiming: ‘‘By —, 
I will be even with you for 
this!’’ Overbury had made two desperate and 
implacable enemies by his l- timed counsel; 
for Rochester straightaway reported his 
words to the Countess, and the wrathful pair 
immediately began thelr plot to ‘‘get even’’ 
with the object of a common hate by a delib- 
erate and diabolical revenge. The game was 
finely play » They concealed their designs 
from the intended victim under the guise of 
renewed friendship. Rochester obtained 
from the King the appointment of Overbury 
as Ambassador to Russia, but at the same time 
urged himto decline the office, as it wasa 
mere trick to get him out of England, prom- 
ising to protect him from any unpleasant con- 
sequences on account of the refusal. 
Overbury—who seems to have been of an 
unsuspicious nature—deciined accord 
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was seasoned with cantharidesiand pork with 
lunar caustic; besides which mercury, agua- 
fortis, great spiders“ and powder of dia- 
monds’’ were added to the bill of fare. 
Enough, it was said, to kill twenty 
men, but Overbury, though in falling 
health, still survived the terrible ordeal! He 
became suspicious, not that be was being 
drugged to death, but that he was to be im- 
prisoned indefinitely. He wrote threat- 
ening letters to hester, deciar- 
ing that unless release came 
quickly be would reveal cartain dangerous 
matters hitherto kept secret, ‘‘and thereby 
make you the most odlous man in the world. 
This naturally nad the effect of hastening the 
finale; and Weston, acting under instructions 
from Rochester, administered a dose of cor- 
rosive sublimate which finished the business 
on the 15th of Septeinber, 1613, Overbury then 
having been in prison about five months. The 
body was hurriedly wrapped in a sheet and 
buried in the iittle church in the Tower the 
same day. 

Rumors of foul play were not wanting, but 
Rochester stoodtoo high and strong then to 
be hurt by them, having recently been created 
Eari of Somerset, as a special mark of royal 
uffection. Immediately after the consumma- 
tion of their vengeance he and Lady Essex 
were 

MARRIED WITH GREAT POMP. 

From thatday the starof the favorite—as 
—— had predicted—beran to pale. A rival 
appeared in George Villiers, Duke of Buck 
ingham, to whom James, either tired of 
Somerset or disliking the marriage, trans- 
ferred his loathsome love. Buckingham, in 
order to establish bis newly-gained power, 
resolved to ruin his predecessor beyond re- 
demption, and for that purpose stirred up the 
relatives of Overbury to demanda my inguiry 
into the cause of his death. The King, who 
prided himselffupon being an amateur de- 
tective, readily consented ; and began work by 
— ag A arresting Sir Jervis Elwes, who con- 

essed to have Db an accessory to the 
poisoning, and probably inplicated all of his 
associates in the crime. James was horror 
struck, or professed to be, and sending for all 
the criminal judges felldown upon his knees 
in their midst and said: ‘‘My Lords, it is lately 
come to my hearing that you have now in ex. 
amination a business of poisoning. Lord! in 
what a miserable condition shall this kingdom 
be (the only famous nation for hospitality in 
the world) if our tables should become such a 
spare that none could eat without danger of 
life, and that Italian custom should be intro. 
duced among us! Therefore, my lords, I 
— you, as you will answer it at that great 
and dreadful day of judgment, that you ex- 
amine it strictly without favor, affec- 
tion or partiality. And it you shall 
spare any guilty of this crime, God's curse 
light on — and your posterity! And tf 1 
spare any that are guilty, God's curse light 
on me and my posterity torever!’’ 

Weston was next arrested; then Franklin 
and Mrs. Turner, and lastly, the Earl and 
Countess of Somerset. Weston was the first 
one brought to trial. In answer to the indict- 
ment he only exclaimed: ‘‘Lord have mercy 
upon me! Word, have mercy upon me!’’— 
and refusing a jury declared he would be tried 
by God alone. At last, fearing the barbarous 
punishment for contumacy then in vogue, he 
pleaded ‘‘not gulity,’’ and allowed the ease 
to proceed in the usual way. His 
guilt was clearly roved, and he 
was executed at Tyburn, Mrs. Turner, Frank- 
lin and Elwes followed Weston intothe dock 
and shared his fate—suffering the extreme 
penalty sometime between the 19th of October 
and 4th of December, 1615. During the trial 
of Elwes facts were developed which showed 
a guilty knowledge of the murderon the part 
of Sir Thomas Monson, the chief falconer, and 
the Earl of Northampton, uncle of the Coun- 
tess of Somerset. Northampton bad taken a 
change of venue by death, but Monson was ar- 
rested, tried and would have been convicted 
but for the intervention of the King, who sus- 
pended proceedings and set Monson at liberty 
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—giving no reason at all therefor, But it 
well understood that the chief falconer 

KNEW TOO MANY SECRETS je? 
which might be published ina s from 
the scaffold. So James broke his oath at the 
outset, by permitting Monson to escape his 
just deserts. 

In May, 1616, the principals, the Earl and 
Countess of Somerset, were brought to tue 
bar. Their share inthe death of Overbury 
was already generally known, but the King 
had a greater fear forthe revelations his ol 
favorite might make if driven to the wall, 
than he felt when Monson was in danger. la- 
deed, Somerset had openly declared after ar- 
rest that the King did not dare 
let bim come to trial. James 
sent oe messages, begging him and hies 
wife to piead guilty and trust to royal clem- 
ency. The Countess was tried first an 
plead guilty to the indictment. melas om 
why sentence should not be passed she sad: 
Joan much S but nothing extenu- 
ate, my fault. desire mercy zud that the 
Lords will intercede for me with the King.’’ 
She was sentenced to death. The Kari was 
tried next day and apparently having no 
faith in the royal promises, plead not 
gulity’’ and made as a defense as cir- 
cumstances permitted. But at the expiration 
ofeleven hours he was cony and seu- 
tenced to share the fate of his wife. But James 
would not sign the death warrants, for rea- 
sons which can de easily guessed; and the two 
murderers,after five years’ stay in the Tower, 
received full pardon—though red to re- 
side at a distance from the court. So 
tired to the country. The estates of 
having been forfeited by his conv 
felon, the King gave bim out of 
enues an annuity of £4,000. 2

How the curse of God“ fell upon James I.

HUMAN RACE? 


Gladstone Thisks That in the Near Future 
One Thousand Million Will Speak It— 
The Great Stride Forward It Has Taken 
in Recent Years—No New Dialects Form- 
ing—The Printing Press Keeping the 
Established One Pure—The Rapid De- 
velopment of English-Speaking People— 
How They Keep Their Individuality— 
The Language of Modern Civilization— 
How It Has Surpassed All Its Older 
Modern Language Brothers—It Is Now 
the Language of Commerce — What 
American Inventions Have Done for Its 
Spread.

VER since the confusion 
of tongues and the dis- 
persal of mankind after 
the unfortunate arch itec- 
tural attempt on the 
plain of Shivar the idea 
of a univeral language, 
the aspiration toward a 
common tongue which 

should reunite the tribes 
7 ofmen in the bond ofa 
comm... ..vught expressed by a common 
speech, has floated round the world. Ambi- 
tious conquerors have wished it,astute states- 
men have recognized itasa pleasing specula- 
tion, amiable pbilanthropists have talked 
volubly of it, while plodding scholars have 
essayed its invention. The philosopher 
Leibnitz, in the last century, made some ex- 
periments in the way ofa universal grammar 
and his experiments were repeated by 
scholars in France and England, but all these 
were abortive attempts and were looked upon 
as the musty dreams of over-wise men. The 
truth was there was no great demand for such 
an invention. Commerce had not yet risen to 
break down international prejudices and men 
of different nationalities were natural enemies; 
commerce has made them natural friends, for 
commerce is an efficient missionary in the 
cause bt human sympathy, and sympathy is 
very powerful—when it pays to be sympa- 
thetic. 

A few years ago a good German priest— 
Father Schleyer—following in the footsteps 
of Leibnitz and animated by a true Christian 
spirit of universal humanity, set about the 
invention of a universal language, which he 
calied Volapuk. He succeeded in his attempt 
and has manufactured the grammar and 
There are professorships of 
Volapuk in several reputable universities and 
Volapuk clubs are numerous in all parts of 
the world, one having been recently estab- 
lished in St. Louis. Volapuk does not pretend 
to bea literary language. Aithough Father 
Schleyer was no doubt animated by the most 
pious motives his invention can never serve 
any but en utilitarian purpose. Uommerce, 
which is world-wide, demands some common 
instrument of communication, but there is no 
sentiment in trade and its common language 
can not help but share the colorless utill- 
tarianism of supply and demand. The lan- 
guage of the market-place is not the home 
speech. Men do not trade and make love in 
the same tongue, nor will the poet sing in the 
language of barter and sale. 

A language is nota singular institution. It 
is not the product of inventive genius, but of 
creative influences. Like a plant, or an ani- 
mal, itemerges from the struggle for exist- 
ence selected by Mother Nature, who, by the 
way, is a very harsh mother, and does no 
select for perpetuation except upon the town 
conclusive proof of fitness—as best qualified 
to serve as a form or mold for ' 

THOUGHT AND FEELING. 

It must prove itself capable of adapting 
itself to all sorts of circumstances and offer 
itself as a ready and convenient form for the 
most diverse mental habits. At each stage of 
its existence it must show its credentials and 
prove its adaptability to the ever changing 
conditions of life, aud if it is unable to keep in 
touch with the development of other mani- 
festations of human activity it immediately 
loses its gripas a spontaneous living thing 
and becomes a mere instrument of utility, a 
common drudge, prized as a careful, 


perhaps indispensable tool, but not loved 
as a form of thought. Men who 
have anything to say will not use such a 
language. Indeed it is inconceivable that a 
race which speaks a language from which the 
life has departed, whichis uo longer tinged 
with the hues of hope and love, should pro- 
duce men who have anything in particular to 
say tothe world. The same considerations 
apply to Volapuk. An artificial contrivance 
like Father Schieyer’s invention can never be 
the universal language, although as an ex- 
pedient of commerce it may be universally 
adopted. A language, like a poet,is born, 
not made, and just as there are versifiers who 
are not poets, so Volapuk is a system of 
articulate sounds to which certain conven- 
tional meanings have been attached, but it is 
not and cannot become a language in any 
sense of the word. It does not possess the 

rinciple of development, because it is not 
Un ked with the past, and like an exotic plant 
will be promptly exterminated when exposed 
to natural conditions and compelled to fight 
for life.

Even Francis Bacon had little or no faith in 
the vitality or permanence of the English. 
„These modern languages, he said, ‘‘will at 
one time or other play the bankrupt with 
books.’’ Those of his words which he wished 
to live were accordingly written in Latin, the 
‘universal language, be called it, und bis 
essays, originally written in English, were 
transiated by him asa precaution into Latin. 
That such an opinion concerning the destiny 
of the language could obtain at the time when 
Bacon’s own essays were educeting the race 
in world wisdom, when Spenser was uttering 
the spirit of Christian courtesy in a tongue of 
erfect grace, when Shakspeare was casting 
he purest and noblest thought in an almost 
faultless mold of human utterance and when 
the noble dignity of the church collects lifted 
mento the heightof devotion and trust—is 
only another proof that no man can rise much 
above the prejudgments of his own time, or 
grasp the plainest meaning of his immediate 
surroundings. 

There was atime when the English lan- 
guage—bardly deserving the name it is true 
contained not more than 400 words. Now 
there are not less than 140,000 in good stand- 
Ing. The language is spoken by not less than 
120,000,000, and though this population is scat- 
tered all over the earth the integrity and 
solidarity of the language gis maintained, 
as the integrity anda solidarity of 
the race is maintained, by steam, 
electricity ‘and the printing ress. 
There can be no new dialects. Even the as- 
sertion of some ill-natured English editors 
that an American languageis in process of 
formation, comes to naught when itis remem- 
bered that nearly all the so-called American- 
isms are old English words revived, or pre- 
served from colonial days, and jthat they are 
usually adopted by the English themselves. 

AN AMERICAN 
cannot help being an Englishman any more 
than an Englishman can help being an Amer- 
ican, nor do the English colonies show any 
signs of slate gg | divergent national 
characteristics. Mr. Gladstone estimates that 
in the near future there will be a thousand 
million English speaking people. Prof. De 
Candodlie of Geneva in 1873 estimated that at 
the close of the next century there would be 
860,000,000 people speaking Shakspeare's 
tongue, 74, 000, 000 German and 70,000,000 French. 
Of course those estimates are based upon 
tendencies and causes now discernible. itis 
quite possible that a movement of expansion 
may arise among other nationalities as it sud- 
denly arose in England under the elder Pitt, 
and vitiate all estimates. But the start the 
English enjoy gives them an advantage hard 
to overcome. They have the energy of posi- 
tion and the force of mere numbers is ail on 
their side, while at present they are in pos- 
session of other advantages almost as potent. 

The spirit of commerce goes with the En- 
glishman, and wherever he has gained a foot- 
hold the commercial development of the 
country is sure to follow. The few millions 
in Canada, South Africa and the Australian 
group present more points of contact with t 
worid than many times the number of French 
or Gérmans. he shopkeeper is not a ve 
highly considered individual, but the people 
must buy his wares, they must talk with him. 
Moreover, the English or American shop- 
keeper is not disposed to make out his bills in 
any but his own language. In ail places he Is 
an Englishman, or an American—other people 
are foreigners and he never quite succeeds in 

utting himself in other people's places, nor 
ully realizes that in some circumstances and 
in some places he is himselfa foreigner. He 
will monopolize or dominate the commerce of 
the world and impose his language along with 
his trade. 

Nor is eommeree the only means by which 
he reaches the intelligences and controls the 
mental habits of others. He is the inventor 
of almost every mechanica! labor saving de- 

‘vice and the nomenclature of invention goes 
with the machine. Wherever a steam engine 
is set up the people are on nodding terms with 
the language of its inventor. Twenty years 
ago George P. Marsh remarked that the 
nomenclature of steam navigation was almost 
purely American. ‘*You will,’’ said he, 
hear Frenchmen onthe Rhone, Danes onthe 
Belts, Téeutons on the Rhine, Magyars and 
Slaves on the Danube, and Arabs on the Nile, 
all alike shouting ‘Half steam!’ ‘Stop her!’ 
‘Go ahead!’ ’’ Count Edison’s inventions do 
not part with any of their American qualities 
when the inventor accepts an Italian title. 
THE NOMENCLATURE 

of practical electricity is no doubt quite as 
purely American asisthat of steam naviga- 
tion. The Frenchman will call his distant 
friend with the American hello! and curse the 
„Central“ with the same choice expletives 
used by the American . man who put in 
the instrument. The phonograph has taught 
millions of French, German and Italian listen- 
ers thesound of English wordg, while the 
treasures of American minstrelsy stored up in 
the wizard’s little cylinders are no doubt sung 
by thousands of delighted peasants in the cot- 
‘tages of France. Besides, the traveler is an 
influential person. An English-speaking per- 
son, with no language but his own, can go al- 
most anywhere without discomfort. In every 
place he can find some one who can at least 
repeat in English the stock phrases of Ollen- 
dorf, and althougb a conversation from Ollen- 
dorf is not particularly edifying, it is not 
the less useful to the ubiquitous tourist 
from Manchester or Oshkosh. Not very many 
years ago Mark Twain went abroad with some 
friends, none of whom apparently had mas- 
tered his ‘‘Ollendorf’’ or ‘‘Meisterchaft.’’ 
Mark telis of their great joy when they beheld 
on the door of a drinking place in Paris an an- 
nouncement that within was an individual 
who spoke English and prepared American 
drinks. They were hungry for the sound of 
their mother tongue and quite as thirsty for 
the elaborate decoctions of American bar- 
tenders. Great was their consternation, 
therefore, when it was discovered that the 
gentleman who was said to mix drinks in En- 
lien did not know the difference between a 
brandy smash and a giacocktail. He was 
only a vulgar pretender. Such a thing could 
not happen to-day. The French bartender is 
well up in his ‘‘Oilendorf’’ and isnot wholly 
in the dark about mixed drinks. 

The spirit of universality animating the En- 
glish race—a spirit amply shown in She ease 
with which it adapts itself to — differing 
conditions, and the skill with which itdoml 
nates circumstances—is one that must of ne- 
cessity prevail over a spirit more strongly 
confined within the bounds of race character- 
istics. Even the love of nationality is quite 
as strong among the English and Americans as 
it is among the French and Germans, but 
there is doubtless added to ita spirit of what 
for want of a better term may be called impe- 
rialism. It isthe only race which has suo- 
ceeded in sending out successful colonies. 
All parts of the world know the Englishman, 
and while thedominion of the world may not 
center in the old English race or in any of its 
branches, itis still true that English ideas, 
manners and habits will exercise sway over a 
large part of the earth during the coming in- 
dustrial ages. And along with their ideas will 
go their lauguage as a 

WORLD WIDE USAGE. 

But what does All this prove? 

A language may be a universal usage and 
yet lack the elements of permanence. An 
universal language is like imperialism in pol- 
itical history—constantly at war with the na- 
tional instincts of the different races upon 
which itis imposed and weakening as biood 
gathers force and asserts its distinctive char- 
acter. If dominion is asserted from without, 
if it does not issue as an organic form con- 
taining a vital principle it must be the victim 
of chance and circumstance. The Euzlish ts 
destined to become an imperial race. Its 
language will therefore be an universal one, 
but unless the race succeeds in incorporating, 
in swallowing aud digesting the races it dom- 
mates, and making them a part of its own 
blood and bone, it cannot hope to become 
a world nation—which is quite a different 
thing from a world empire. The langu 
will partake of this imperialism and share ita 
fortunes. The races subject politicaliy, or 
commercially, will accept the lang as 
they accept the political or commercial sub- 
jection. But just as the blood of the race will 
assert itself so will the mother tongue sur- 
vive in the oottage, and like a subterranean 
river lost for a time in the earth emerge 
again, as did the English lan o long after

JULIA WARD HOWE DISCUSSES WOMAN 
FIFTY YEARS AGO AND NOW. 


Has She Advanced Morally?—The Present 
Woman Better Than Her Predecessor— 
Bigher Education for Woman— Woman's 
Clubs as Marks of Her Advancement 
What the Sex Has Gained During the 
Last Half Century.

A moral 
advance is not 40 
easily made sure of as 
is one in education, or 
in physical condition. 
The deep things of the 
heart do not float on 
the surface of the com- 
. munity. It is not easy 
to say at any time how much of the vice of the 
world escapes detection, nor how much of its 
virtue fails of recognition. Yet, toa certain 
extent, the tree may be known by Its fruits. 
We may infera higher moral condition from 
a better social state. 
When I remember the world as I knew it 
forty, or even fifty years ago, and compare 
these recollections with what I see to-day, the 
moral advance made by society appears to me 
unmistakable, and in this advance women 
have been not only participators, but active 
agents. This is not to say that there were not 
many good women in the time of whicnI 
speak, nor that there are not many bad ones 
now. But the position of woman has essen- 
tially changed since that time. 
In this country, of which we can speak with 
the greatest certainty, the whole ideal of 
womanhood has been lifted bodily and placed 
upon a secure elevation. How should it be 
otherwise where freedom has given woman 
room to grow and expand to her full stature, 
and where the cruel gyves of servile super- 
stitiop have been stricken from her intel- 
lectual faculties? 
No creature can be noble that is forced into 
AN APOLOGETIC POSITION. 
The flrat sinner, who stole the forbidden fruit 
and led the man to taste t. Who can tell how 
severely this ancient mythus may have re- 
acted upon the position of woman? Not the 
Hebrew scriptures alone, but others of the 
Oriental religions, threw the burden of the 
world’s evil upon womankind. Philosophers 
of our own day who have become enamored 
ofthese ancient faiths have endeavored in their 
way to set forth this mean and ungenerous 
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doctrine, and to maintain with the followers 
of Buddha that theevil principle, throughout 
creation, isthe female. From the Buddhistic 
olnt of view this doctrine has indeed its 
oyical justification. : 

t, as this assumes, existence is an evil, then 
the great part which women bearin the pro- 
duction of life is primarily anevil. Has not 
our Christianity put all these cobwebs to 
flight, with its wholesome showing of the ab- 
solute value of human life? Even the genius 
of Schopenhaver will not efface the sacred 
image ofthe Mother and her Babe, to have in 
its place the bootless presence of an infinite 
nothing. 

The question of woman’s educational ad- 
vance might almost appear superfluous in a 
day in which the ancient barriers no longer 
cross the onward path of the women who 
would know something.

ing—The Dead Not Soon Forgetten—Some 
Think Hell a Cold Place. 


[Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. ! 
N December, 1868, 
I was camping on 
the high divide“ 
between the Ar- 
kansas River and 
the Beaver, with a 
small party of In 
dians—Govern- 
ment scoutse—mem- 
bers of three or 
four friendly tribes 
employed by order 
of Gen. Sheridan in 
his celebrated 
winter campaign’’ against the allied Chey- 
It was one of 
those terribly gusty days, characteristic at 
certain seasons of our mid-continent climate: 
and as we huddled around our little fire of 
buffalo chips the dust and ashes would rise in 
miniature wirlwinds and go dancing over the 
prairie until they exhausted themselves. 
asked an old chief what these fitful spirals in- 
dicated, and he replied: 

They are the spirits of some Indian, re- 
cently killed up North, going back to the 
lodges of his people!“ If he had said matter, 
he might possibly have been nearer the truth 
than in his statement of the suverstition of his 
race? 

Among the many myths of the Indians the 
disposition of the soul after its separation 
from the body varies according to the belief 
of the tribe. With some the journey to the 
„happy hunting grounds“ commences im 
mediately; With others the spirit remains 
near the grave. Again, if one dies away from 
the lodges of his people the spirit returns at 
once to them—as in the case I have cited— 
where it hovers, as if reluctant to leave. 

Among the Omahas there is a belief that be- 
fore the spirit finally departs from those who 
have died of wounds eit floats toward a cliff 
Overhanging the Missouri, and cuts upon its 
wall a picture showing the manner of death. 
One who kills himself has no hereafter, and 
those who are struck by lightning, or some 
other direct visitation of Manito, are buried 
where they fell, and no mound is erected 
over then 

The Fic \eads wrapthe newly born babe in 
rabbit skins and place itina little coffin-like 
looking cradle, from which it is not taken out 
for some weeks, while its head is going 
through the process of flattening, and if the 
child dies during the rigid ordeal its cradie 
becomes its coflin, forming a little canoe, 
which is placed on some sacrec pool, where 
are fastened the canoes containing the dead 
bodies of both old and young bandaged in 
many skins with paddies to propel and ladles 
to ball out, provisions to last and pipes to 
smoke as they are performing their ‘‘long 
journey after death to their contemplated 
hunting grounds,’’ which these people think 
is made in canoes. Among all tribes the idea 
that the spirit requires food on Its way to its 
destination seems to prevall and provisions 
are placed onthe grave to that end.

The Dakotabs (Sioux),or at least some 
branches of them, never bury their dead, but

Whenever a person dies in a village 
the body is dressed in its best attire, painted, 
olled, feasted, supplied with bow and quiver,

The women of this tribe have a curious cus- 
tom arding their infant-children. The bab

The baby is carried around stra d to this 
board or cradle until it is 6 or 7 months old. 
If the infant dies during the time that is al- 
lotted to it to be carri in this manner, it is 
buried (scaffolded) and the disconsolate 
mother fills the empty cradle with biack 
quills and feathers, and in this way carries 
itaround with her wherever she goes fora 
year or more, with as much care asif her 
infant were alive and in it, and she often lays 
or stands it against the side of tbe 
lodge, where she, ail -—_ long engaged in her 
needlework, chats to it as familiarly and 
affectionately as if it were ber loved infant in- 
stead of its shell she is talking to. 80 lasting 
and strong isthe affection of these women 
that it mattered not how heavy or how ¢ruel 
their load, or how rugged the route they had 
to pass over, they wouid faithfuliy carry the 
empty cradle from day to day, and even more 
strictly perform their dutiesto it than if the 
child were alive in it. The little toy that was 
always suspended before the child’s face was 
a potent charm in the superstition of the tribe; 
in it was carefully preserved the umbilical 
cord, cut from the infant at the moment of 
birth, and being rolied up and dried until it 
was the size of a pea, was inclosed in the 
center of the highly embroidered little bag 
and put in its place on the eradle, as the 
baby’s protector and its security for ‘‘good 
luck“ and long life. You might purchase the 
cradle, and the sack, but its sacred interior 
would invariably be cut open, the ‘‘medicine’’ 
wrapped up in cotton or moss and removed. 
To part with it would endanger the health of 
the child. 

In mourning, the women in most all the 
tribes are obliged to crop their hair all off, 
and the usuai term of the condolence is until 
it has grown again to its former lengtb. 
When a man mourns for the death of a near 
relation, the case is quite different; his long, 
valued tresses, are of much greater import- 
ance, only a lock or two can beepared. Just 
enough to tell of his grief to his friends, with- 
out destroying his most cherished ornament, 
and doing proper reverence and respect to 
the dead. 

The Mandarins, who became nearly extinct 
in 1888, by small-pox and suicide, had a 
religion which in some of its aspects, is the 
most severe of any Indian belief in regard to a 
future state. They believed in the existence of 
a Great or Good Spirit, and also in an Evil 
Spirit, who they sald existed long before the 
Good tpirit, and was far superior in power. 
They also believed in a future state anda 
future administration of rewards and punish- 
ments, but that the punishment was 
not eternal, but commensurate with 
their sins—‘*let the punishment ft 
the crime.’’ Livin in a climate where they 
suffered from cold, they naturally revered the 
orthodox idea of hell. They described it to be 
a country very far to the north, of barrén and 

HID£OUS ASPECT, 
and covered with eternal snows and lee. The 
torments of that freezing piace they described 
as most excruciating, while heaven they sup- 
posed to be in a warmer and more able 
latitude, where nothing was felt but the keen- 
est enjoyment, and where the 
abounded in buffalo and other 
Great or Good Spirit they believed dweitin the 
former place for the purpose of meeting those 
who had offended him, increasing the agony 
of their sufferings by being himeeli present 
administering the penalties. The Ba 
or Evil Spirit they at the same 
time sup ed to reside in paradise, 
stilltempting the happy.@Those who have 
gone to the regions of punishment, they 
believed to be tormented for a time propor- 
tioned to the amount oftheir transgressions 
and that they are then transferred to the lan 
of the happy, where they are again liable to 
the temptations of the evil spirit, and answer- 
able once more at a future riod for their 
offenses. When a noted chief dies his favorite 
norse is immolated on his grave usually, but 
inthe case of the famous Blackbird (Wa- 
Shin-ga-Sab-Ba), the most powerful and 
feared Sachem ofali the Omabas, an excep- 
tion was made, because his people dared not 
disobey bis last request, and stood in aweof 
him even after death. He died about eighty 
years ago, of small-pox, and was buried on 
the top of a celebrated bluff on the Missouri, 
noted for the lovely landscape presented from 
there, and over his grave a cedar post was 
erected, which stood for thirty years, and 
during Long’s first expedition supported a 
white fag and wasa notabie land-mark for 
nearly half a century—all vestiges, of course, 
have long since disappeared and probably but 
lew, except some old Indians, could now 
point out thespot. While dying he enjoined 
upon his warriors to take bis body, as soon as 
he should be dead, to the top of the — 
bluff—a favorite haunt of his while living—an 
bury him seated onthe back of his favorite 
war- horse, which was to be buried alive under 
him, from whence he could see, as he said, 
„„the Frenchmen passing up and down the 
river in their boats. He owned, among 
many horses, a noble white steed that was led 
to the the grass covered biuf 
and. presence of his whole 
nation, several of the  fur-traders 
and the Agent of the tripe, with great pomp 
and ceremony, ‘‘Biackbird’’ was placed 
astride the horse’s back, with his bow in his 
hand, his shield and quiver slung, with his 
pipe and ‘‘medicine-bag;’’ his supply of 
dried meat and his tobaceo- pouch replen- 
ished to last him — his journey to the 
beautiful hunting-grounds of the shades of 
his fathers; with his flint, steel and tinder to 
light bis pipe om the way. The scalps that he 
had taken from his enemies’ heads could be 
trophies for no one else, so they were hung 
to the bridle of his horse. He was in full 
dress himself and fully equipped; on his head 
waved to the last moment his beautiful head-

His skull and that 
of his horse were taken outof the mound in 
1882 by Catlin, and that of Blackbird is now in 
the National Museum at Washington, D. O 
For agreat many years food was regularly 
placed on his grave by the tribe. I do not pre- 
tend to know how longa spirit requires to be 
fed, butit seems that there is a limit beyond 
which it is not necessary for the living to fur- 
nish aliment to the dead. In 1885, the river 
having changed ite oourse far to the east- 
ward, leaving at the foot of the bill a lake in 
the old bed; yet the hill oi turc-Blackbird 
continues an objectof veneration tw-the In- 
dian, anda land-mark to the voyager«! the 
Missouri. 

@The manner of mourning and superstitions 
connected with it amoag the Omahas is 
curious and impressive in the extreme. As 
soon as the death agony commences, the 
nearest relations congregate and set up the 
most horrid wailings, wnich are continued by 
spells until death ensues. Atthat moment 
the closest related by consanguinity and mar- 
riage, in a frenzied manner tear off every 
ornament they happen to be wearing and cut 
their hair, throwing it in the ashes of the fire-. 
place. Old married women, who are mothers, 
cut it close to the ears, while the maidens de- 
prive themselves of only an lunch or two. The 
young ‘‘bucks’’ do not touch theirs, but the 
old men shear some of theirs.

forgotten, does not apply to the poor and 
despised indian.

She Will Begin Its Publicationin Washing- 
ton Next Month. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Kate Field’s weekly 
newspaper will make its initial bow to tho 
public next month in all probability. Over 
her breakfast at the Victoria the other morn- 
ing, brilliant and aggressive as always, she 
described her sessions with an artist who has 
been designing the heading. 


Nate Field's Washington isthe name to ba 
iven to the journalistic infant at the clris- 
ening. I wanted the ‘Washington,’ my 

friends insisted on the Kate Field.’ Of course 
there will be plenty of weli-wishers—peopie 
are always so kind—to say that my friends 
wanted the ‘Washington’ and I insisted on the 
‘Kate Field.” But my name appears in the 
title to stamp it like Harper’s or Frank Les- 
lie’s publications with an individuality. 

‘*I publish in Washington because my paper 
is to be national in its scope and Washington 
is the national capital. You should bave seen 
how riotousiy I squandered my substance in 
photographs.

INVENTOR OF SOAP. 


It Is a Comparatively Modern Discovery and 
Chevreul Was Its Discoverer.

The famous chemist Chevreul, who recentiy 
died in Paris at the advanced age of 100 years, 
became, through bis discoveries in relation to 
the combination of greases, really the founder 
ofthe modern soap manufacture. The gen- 
eral use of soap dates back only about 200 
years. This may seem quite strange to us, 
but the ancient Greeks and Romans, notwith- 
standing the luxuriousness of their baths, 
| were not sequent with soap. Luther uses 

the word ‘*‘soap’’ in his translation of the 
Bible, put the Hebrew ression on which it 
is based means alkali. omerin his mani- 
told detalled descriptions of the baths and 
bath houses of his days mentions no soap, but 
. ~ of the rubbing of oll into the skin after 
ablution. 

Plinius (first century after Christ) speaks of 
the soap and describes its composition as con- 
sisting of ashes and the fat of goats. It must 
have n a sorely odoriferous product. which

Contents of an Old Book. e 


From the New York Times. 

An old volume, yellow with age, has been 
found among the remnants of a church library 
sent to St. Peter’s Episcopal Parish, Hebron, 
Conn., by the English Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts in the 


seventeen hundreds. The book contains an 
abstract of the society’s doings for the year 
ending February 19, 1762, and incidentally it 
shows that preaching the gospel and carrying 
religion among the people of Ameriea was a 
very different thing 126 years ago from what it 
is at the present time. 

At the time the book was printed, it is also 
interesting to note, mostof the Episcopal 
churches in this country were sustained, or at 
least vromoted, by the Propagation Society. 
From the book it is seen that the expenditures 
of the society in the American colonies during 
the year were £3,727 and among the reports of 
the missionaries is found the following quaint 
account of the Rev. Samuel A. Peters, who 
— gene handed his name down to pos- 
terity by writing a lot of ‘‘fake’’ Blue laws, 
which he attributed to the wiseacres and Dog- 
berrys or Connecticut:

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WONDERFUL ACTIVITY DISPLAYED BY 
AMERICAN ELECTRICAL ENGINEERS. 


The United States Far Ahead of the Rest 
of the World in Inventive Genius as Ap- 
plied to Electricity—What the Patent 
Office Reports for a Few Weeks Show. 


MERICA has always 
been noted as the 
country most prolific 
in invention, and 
the number of labor- 
saving devices and 
improvements in all 
mechanical appli- 
ances made since 
this Government was 
established far ex- 
ceed those origina- 
ting on the continent 
of Europe during 
the same period, al- 
though the transatlantic population far ex- 
ceeds that of the United States. 
IN NO BRANCH 

of invention is this superiority so marked 
as in all that pertains to elec- 
trical appliances. Not only does the New 
World exceed the Old World, but in this de- 
partment the United States may fairly be said 
to have surprised itself. A glance at the Patent 
Office reports during the last few weeks will 
give some idea of the ceaseless activity of 
those engaged in perfecting electrical appll- 
ances of different kinds. The following is a 
partial list of the patents issued since October 
22. This period is chosen, not because it has 
been particularly prolific in patents, but 
simply as an example of what is being done 
every month 

Electric car lighting—An engine on the train 
derives its steam from the locomotive and 
arivesadynamo. The train is also equipped 
with storage batteries andthe incandescent 
circuit is arranged to be fed by either the 
dynamo or the batteries. 4 

Underground conduit—The combination of 
test-box, an armored or lead-covered cable 


extending through an opening in the box, a 
collar secured to the cable and fitting said 
opening, and having a flunge exteriorto the 
box and clamping devices on the collar within 
the box. 

Central station calling apparatus—The com- 
bination in a call apparatus for telephone ex- 
changes, ot a series of magneto-eléctric gen- 
erators operated by power, connecting wires 
extending therefrom to the signal sending ap- 
pliances of a series of telephone switchboard 
sections, each of the wires being adapted to 
form part of a sub-station circuit for sending 
outgoing signals, A distributing switchboard 
placed in the circuit of the wires between the 
generators and the telephone switchboard, 
and means are provided for testing the gen- 
erators and their connecting wires. 

Electric regulator—In an electric regulator, 
the combination, witha series of carbon 
sticks or nencils, forming an electric resist- 
ance, of a series of blocks each having two 
contact seats or sockets receiving pairs of the 
pencils at one end, anda second series of 
spring plate sockets secured in pairs to a 
common conducting support, each spring 
socket ofa pair receiving the ends of rods or 

encils resting at their opposite ends in ad- 

oining blocks. 

Electric pendulum clock—In a clock, the 
combination, with the pendulum rod hung or 
pivoted at a point below its upperend, of an 
armature on the pendulum rod, electro-mag- 
nets between which the armature vibrates 
with the oscillations of the pendulum, a bat- 
tery cell or cells, or other source of electrical 
energy, and a circuit changing device oper- 
ated by the oscillations of the pendulum, 
which device operates to alternately magnet- 
ize and demagnetize the electro magnets. 

System of electrical distribution—A sys- 
tem of electrical distribution comprising con- 
stant potential mains having transiating 
devices of any desired character in multiple 
between them, a series circuit of distribution 
connected across the maing and containing 
— devices in series, and a current 
regulator in the series circuit. 

Conduit for electrical railroads—The inven- 
tion consists in closing the slot of the conduit 
with a brush of broom-like septum or guard, 
the fibers of which extend transversely into 
the slot from the side thereof. One brush ex- 
tending across the slot thereof may be used, 
or two meeting at their free ends in the slot 
may be employed. The brush effectually 
closes the slot, although not solidly, because 
of the capillary action of the spaces between 
the fibers or individual stems making up the 
brush or broom, while its springy nature en- 
ables it to yield in the direction of the slot to 
permit the plow or bar carried by the car and 
supporting the contact shoes or brushes with- 
in the conduit to pass. 

Dynamo-electric machine—In a dynamo- 
electric machine, the combination of a rect- 
angular frame having a top and bottom,which 
serve as portions of an electro-magnet, and 
ends which couple the top and bottom and 
serve as standards for an armature shaft, a 
fleld coil substantially rectangular in outline, 
mounted within and parallel with the top and 
bottom of the frame, and concaved cheek 
pieces, which are bolted to the opposite edges 
of the frame atthe top and bottom, having a 
width substantially equal to the interior 
length of the coil, confine the coil in place, 
and afford between their concave faces and 
within the coll a cylindrical space for the ro- 
ception of an armature of appropriate length 
and diameter. 

Eiectric regulator for pendulum clocks—In 
a Clock, the combination, with a threaded 
spindle for adjusting the viorating length of 
the pendulum and a ratchet-wheel secured 
thereto, of an oscillating armature, pawis 
carried thereby and adapted to engage with 
the ratchet on opposite sides of its axis, eleo- 
tro-magnets on opposite sides of the arma- 
ture, and circuit controlling mechanism 
adapted to energize one or the other of the 
magnets.

Electrical signalling apparatus—In accord-

Telephone supporting device—In a tele- 
phone supporting device, the combination 
with two jaws adapted to clamp a movable 
supporting rod between them of a rotable disc 
carrying thereon acam adapted to press the 
jaws together, a movable lever adapted to en- 
gage with the disc in one direction anda 
spring adapted to hold the lever normally in 
one position. 

Electrical fire signal—In an electric signal- 


‘ing apparatus the combination, with an elec- 


tric circuit embracing a battery and signalin 
device, of two rigid terminals, one of whic 
is provided with a cup into which the other 
terminal dips, an interposed insulator which 
separates the rigid terminals, and an inter- 
posed fusible plug.

The Telephone Hello.” 


At the last convention of the Telephone As- 
sociation at Minneapolis a paper was read on 
‘*Telephone Salutations,’’ in which the fol- 
lowing reference to the word ‘‘hello’’ was 


made: ‘‘On the advent of the telephone the 
want was immediately felt tor some form of 
salutation which should have the effect of at- 
tracting the attention of the party at the 
distant station, so that conversation might 
readily pass between the telephone cor- 
respondents attempting it. Some bright 
genius invented the word ‘hello,’ which, by 
the way, is not usually approved as a proper 
salutation in polite society, but which, for tele - 
phone purposes was at once generally 
adopted, the word having the apparent fac- 
ulty of being spoken over a circuit utterly in- 
capable of transmitting any other word in the 
English language; and while the word may be 
the one of all others most suitable for tele- 
phone purposes, its use has developed into 
most annoying abuse. With intelligent peo- 
ple, as well as with others not so intelligent, 
and with telephone experts in a great meas- 
ure, it is customary to stand at oneend of a 
telephone line, and by reiterating the word a 
great number of times in quick succession,en- 
tirely drown out the fellow’s voice from the 
other end of the line and who, by going 
through a similar formula with energy and 
‘patience frequently mixed with anathemas 
against the telephone, succeeds in slowly 
getting into actual conversation, while the 
fault lies entirely with the individuals, and 
not with thé innocent machine. What would 
be thought if a person entering an office or 
premises of any kind, knowing and seeing the 
proprietor present, should begin and persist 
in calling attention by repeating over and 
over again the word, hello?“ 

The criticism perbaps made a strong im- 
pression uponthe officials of the local tele- 
phone company. Certainitis that the word 
is now tabooed in the St. Paul Exchange, 
although, asa local paper says, many tender 
memories linger about it. he subscribers, 
of course, cannot be dictated to, but is hoped 
that even they may be induced to discontinue 
the historic word as time rolls on. The call 
now in use is ‘‘Number, please?’ 


Electrical Gossip. 


The telephone people of Salt Lake City 
Utah, are kicking against the electric street 
cars, Claiming that the frequent contact of the 
wires of the street car line with the telephone 
wires is the cause of accidents and a menace 
to their employes. 


The Electric Light Co. of Berlin, says 
the London Electrical Engineer, is introducing 
sewing-machines driven by small electric 
motors supplied from its central station. The 
price fora strong tailoring machine is not 
ever 6 cents per hour, and quite a number are 
being employed. 

O. Benedict of Jacksonville, Fla., has in- 
vented an arm rest to be attached to the tele- 
phone sets. With this invention the arms 
enjoy perfect rest while one is receiving or 
sending messages. A part of the device takes 
the place ofadesk sothat the messages can 
be written down as they are received. 


Petitions are being circulated among tele- 
phone subscribers in well, Mass., remon- 
strating against the extension of an electric 
system to the entire system of street railways. 

he remonstrance is prompted, it is claimed, 
by the fact that telephone service over lines 
near that portion of the Lowell and Dracut 
road, where the trolley electric system is now 
in use, is rendered at times almost wholly 
useless by reason of induction. A petition for 
permission to use electricity on all the street 
railroad lines is Poors 3 before the city coun- 
cil and Is to be heard this week. 


The opening of the Beverley & Danvers 
Electric Street Railway recently was an im- 
portant event in street ralway circies, A 
‘‘new storage battery system“ is used, it 
claimed. In the trial trip fifty-five passengers 
were received, and tne time between Bever- 
ley and Danvers, a distance of three miles, 
was made in twenty-two minutes and the re- 
turn in the same time. The car was stopped 
on curves and in tne center of up grades, and 
then started as easily as on level ground. At 
times it made the speed of nine miles an 
hour. The actual cost of the system is 5 cents 
a mile, it is said. 


A novel electrical contrivance for the an- 
nouncing of approaching stations was ex per- 
imented with on a passenger train on the 
Lehigh & Susquehanna division of the — 
Central Railroad. Over the door of eac 
passenger coach is attached the name of each 
statien on the line. By the pressing of a but -
